A BROAD INVITATION, 


Strike Commission Is Anxious For a 
Thorough Investigation. 


ALL CLASSES WILL BE HEARO 


And Plans Devised For Pre- 
venting Costly Struggles. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The commission 
appointed by President Cleveland to in- 
vestigate the causes of the recent strike 
will hold its first meeting at the postoffice 
building, Chicago, on Aug. 15, and re 
quests railroads, labor organizations and 
citizens having a personal or patriotic in- 
terest in the right solution of the ques- 
tion to be inguired into, and who cannot 
attend the public hearing, to present 
their views and suggestions in writing to 
the commission prior to the public hear 
ing. 

The three members of the strike com- 
mission adopted the following preamble 
and resolution setting forth 

Its Duties and Purposes: 

Whereas, the President of the United 
States has presented the undersigned a com 
mission to visit Chicago, and such other 
places in the United States as may be proper 
in the judgment ofthe commission, to the 
end that it may make careful inquiry into the 
causes of any pending dispute or existing con- 
troversies between the Illinois Central Rail 
road company and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific Railroad company, and ascertain 
of the employes and hear all persons inter- 
ested therein, who may come before it, and 

Whereas, section 6 of chapter 1063 of the 
laws ofthe United States passed Oct. 1, 1853, 
makes it the duty of said commission to ex- 
amine the causes of said controversies, the 
conditions accompanying and the best means 
of adjusting the same, and to report the re- 
sult of such examination to the president and 
to congress, and 

Whereas, the questions involved in such 
controversies affect all interstate railroads 
and their employes, and 

Whereas, it is desirable that the report of 
this commission and future legislation, if any, 
upon the questions at issue between labor, 
whether organized or unorganized, and em- 
ployers thereof, should be based upon all facts 
having any legitimate bearing upon such 
questions, and should be the result only of 
clear and well-detined public opinions; there- 
fore 

Resolved (1) That this commission will meet 
at the United States postoffice building in the 
city of Chicago on the 15th day of August, 
1804, at lO a. m., for the purpose of taking tes- 
timony in relation to said controversies and to 
hearand consider all facts, suggestions and 
arguments as to the causes thereof, the vondi- 
tions accompanying and the best means of ad- 
justing the same, and as to any lestislation or 
measures which ought to be recommended in 
regard to 

Similar Controversies Hereafter. 

(2) That all rail oads, labor organizations 
and citizens, having e.ther a personal or pa- 
triotic interestin the right solution of these 
things and who cannot conveniently attend 
such public hearing as aforesuid, are requested 
to present their views and suggestions in 
writing to the commission at any time prior 
to the date of such public hearing. 

(3) That copies of this resolution be given 
to the press and be sent to all railroads en- 
gaged inthe transportation of property and 
passengers between two or more states of the 
United States, and to ail labor organizations. 

(4) Lbat all communications be addressed 
tothe Chairman of the United States Sirike 
Commission, Washington, D.C.

TO REDUCE EXPENSES. 


Warships Should Not Have Speed Trials 
Until Completely Finished. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. L—The report of 
the trial board on the recent trip of the 
Minneapolis shows that the least water 
on the 44-knot course from Cape Porpoise 
to Cape Ann was 80 fathoms. The pre- 
liminary run from Philadelphia to Bos- 
ton was made in 17 hours. On account of 
the necessary preparations forthe trial 
the inspection was not thorough, and the 
board recommends @ second inspection 
before preliminary acceptance.

However, the board found some little 
deficiencies, such as lack of boats, absence 
of a portion of the cellutoz filling and in- 
complete pumps and furnishings incident 
toan incomplete ship. The performance 
of the machinery was highly satisfactory. 
The engines ran smoothly, and there was 
no tendency to heating, excepting the 
high pressure crosshead journals of the 
port and center engine, on which water 
was freely and constantly used. 

It would seem that owing to the lack of 
power or too great reduction of steam by 
the reducing valve, the requirement that 
the helm be put hard over from port to 
starboard in a certain time cannot be ful- 
filled. 

The ship grounded twice, once, on leav 
ing Cramps’ yard, for 17 minutes, and on 
returning, between League island and 
Cramps’, for 11 minutes, but in each case 
while moving slowly and on a soft mud 
bottom. The hull, fittings and machin- 
ery are strong and well built, with the 
exception of the steam-steering gear, up 
to specifications. 

Still the vessel is incomplete, entailing 
much expense, inconvenience and loss of 
time before putting her into commis- 
sion. Therefore, the board suggests that 
hereafter no vessel have her speed trial 
until completely fitted in all respects, ex- 
cepting armament, interior fittings and 
paint inside and out. The ship is be- 
lieved to be staunch, seaworthy aud 
handy in an eminent degree.

might cause loss of life only prevented 
its being done.

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AGREEMENT IN SIGHT 


Senate Conferrees May Meet House 
Men Half Way. 


IRON, COAL AND SUGAR ITEMS 


Will, It Is Thought,.Be Satis- 
factorily Disposed Of. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The prospects of 
an agreement on the tariff are much im- 
proved. For the first time in many days 
tbe house Democratic conferrees came 
from the meeting with the statement 
that previous irreconcilable differences 
verein process of amicable adjustment. 

With much satisfaction the house mem- 
vers stated to their associates that the 
senators had shown a disposition for the 
first time to meet the house half way. 

As to the time of reaching a full agree- 
ment, there was a difference of opinion. 
Oue bouse conferree said it would prob- 
ably be this week. Another thought it 
would be “soon.” Chairman Wilson 
would not even admit that the under- 
standing had gone far enough to warrant 
the prediction of a speedy report. He 
said, however, that the conferrees bad at 
least done business, and made proyress, 
which was more than could have been 
said of the past meetings. 

Senators Not So Hopeful. 

The senate couferrees came from the 
meeting without showing the hopefulness 
of the house members. They said the 
conference was as far fiom an agreement 
asitbad ever been. While there was 
this conflict among those thoroughly in- 
formed of the inside workings of the con- 
ference, the general belief prevailed that 
the hopefulness of the house conferrees 
had some substantial foundation. 

One of the conferrees said that while no 
final agreement had been made on iron, 
coul and sugar, yet that sufficient had 
been developed in conference to show that 
an agreement could be reached on these 
three most important items which would 
be acceptuble to the senate and house 
conferrees and to the house of represen- 
tatives. Whether it would be acceptable 
to the full senate this conferree expressed 
sowe doubt. In this connection it de 
veloped that Senator Caffery of Louisiana, 
who has been most active on the sugar 
question, had along, and it is said s«tis- 
factory, conference with Speaker Crisp 
and Chairman Wilson. 

While the house conferrees were so 
pleased at the bright outlook, their sena- 
torial colleagues contented themselves 
with saying that while they were hope- 
ful of reaching an und: rstanding, nothing 
had transpired in conference to base this 
hope upon. They declare that on the es- 
sential items of disagreement tbe con- 
ferrees are as far apart as they ever were. 

May Be Decided by Monday. 

An increased hopefulness that a bill 
will be agreed upon is noticeable, how- 
ever, upon the part of Democratic sena- 
tors who are not members of the confer- 
ence, 

One of the leading conservative senators 
said as he was leaving the senate chamber 
last night that the tariff bill would be 
finally agreed upou by next Monday, and 
he udded that the bill would be virtually 
the senate bill. Yesterday developed the 
possibility of a report of partial agree- 
ment, and while this report at first ap- 
peared a8 a vague rumor, its probability 
was afterward confirmed by senators not 
members of the conference committee. 
The fact that the conferrees had the 
schedules other than those relating to 
sugar, coal and iron ore under considera- 
tion yesterday is one fact in confirmation 
of the report. 

Congressional Work, 

The only feature of interest in the pro- 
ceedings of -the senate yesterday was a 
discussion on the site for a new govern- 
ment printing office, which came up dur- 
ing the consideration of the sundry civil 
bill. The general deficiency appropria- 
tion bill was reported to the sennte and 
placed on the calendar, as was also the 
house billto providea uniform system of 
bankruptcy. Mr. George gave notice of 
his intention to call the latter up for con- 
sideration next Monday. The report of 
the conference committee on the Indian 


appropriation bill was adopted. Agree- 
ment Was had on some of the senate 
amendments, and disagreements on 


others, and the bill was sent back to con- 
ference 

Most of the time in the house was spent 
discussing the senate amendment to the 
agricultural bill appropriating $1,000,000 
for the destruction of the Russian thistle 
in the northwestern states. The house in- 
structed the conferrees to further insist 
on its agreement to this amendment, 
Among the bills passed was one author- 
izing the secretary of the navy to loan to 
states forthe use of naval militia such 
vessels as are vot required or suitable for 
genera) service.

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A JAPANESE VICTORY. 


The Flower of China’s Naval Fleet Sent 
to the Bottom Ia a Fight. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 1.—Another battle be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese fleets 
was fought July 30. After a flerce fight 
the Chinese ironclad man-of-war Chen- 
Yuen, the largest and most recently built 
ship in the Chinese navy, was sunk, and 
two Chinese cruisers were captured by 
the Japanese.

OMAHA BUTCHERS IDLE. 
Packing House Managers Will Not Agree 
to Demands of Employes, 

OMAHA, Aug. 2.—Eight bundred men 
employed inthe packing houses at South 
Omaha joined the butchers’ strike yester- 
day. All the houses were affected, and 
only a few cattle and hogs were killed. 
Several hundred more butchers quit the 
packing houses in the afternoon, making 
the number involved 1400, and indirectly 
double that number. The situation is 
serious, as all the plants must soon close 
and cut off Omaha’s meat supply. 

At the Cudaby plant there are about 700 
menout. The place is practically de 
serted, although there was a small 
force at work in the beef and hog killing 
department. Abont 200 head of cattle 
were killed yesterday. 

Just before noon the committee called 
on the Cudahy house and submitted a 
scale of wages and a proposition as to 
what the men desired to have. It means

|CHANDLER'S QUERIES 


Concerning the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany of Nova Scotia. 


A COMPROMISE ON THE TARIFF. 


Both Sides Feel That Conces- 
sions Must Be Made. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The main ques- 
tion before the senate yesterday was the 
sundry civil bill, which was discussed at 
odd moments throughout the day, with 
the result thata great many important 
umeéendments were adopted. Final action 
bo the bill was not reached, however, 
owing to the large number of amend- 
ments proposed. 

It was found by the conferrees yester- 
day that they hadagreat many ques- 
tions to go over and agree upon, even 
afterthe main points in dispute are set- 
tled. 

It was stated by the house conferrees 
that they had not made as much progress 
asthey had hoped. The agreement when 
it comes will be a compromise, as both 
house and senate feel that the concessiona 
will have to be made. On the great ques- 
tions of difference—coal, iron ore and 
sugar—there has been no agreement, al- 
though it was understood that differ- 
ent propositions were made and re- 
jected yesterday. 

The senate conferrees still take the 
position that they have nothing to com- 
promise on sugar, but it is stated thata 
counter proposition is to be made to the 
house of this schedule. In this connection 
a significant and private conference was 
held last night, as near as can be learned, 
by Senators Brice, Smith, Murphy, Jones 
and Vest. 

it is understood that the sugar schedule 
was the subject under discussion, and the 
amount of concession which will be 
yielded by the senators who have the bill 
in charge was finally decided upon. 

The Tariff, 


It was stated by one of the Democratic 
senate conferrees last night that there 
was a possibility of reaching an agree- 
ment on the tariff bill about the end of 
the week, with a probabillity that the 
billas finally agreed on would be re- 
ported on Monday. 

The house bill to exempt the articles of 
foreign exhibitors at the interstate fair 
at Tacoma from tariff duties was passed. 

A resolution (which went over) was in- 
troduced by Mr. Chandler directing the 
special committee now investigating the 
charges of bribery against senators to ex- 
tend its inquiries so as to determine 
whether any officers of the government 
are interested in the Dominion Coal com- 
pany of Nova Scotia, and whether these 
Cilicers gave any assurances that the 
tariff dnty on coal would be, repealed, 
and ifso, whether they were taking steps 
to carry out these assurances, 

The report of the conferrees on the bil! 
requiring certain railroads in Oklahoma 
toestablish stations at certain county 
towns, announcing disagreement, was 
made. A motion to recede from the sen- 
ate amendment (providing that an elec- 
tion should be held to fix the county 
seats) Was agreed to—24 to 20—after a 
prolonged and interesting debate. 

Funston Defeated, 

The house spent the whole day de- 
bating the Moore-Funston contested elec- 
tion case from the Second Kansas dis- 
trict. Mr. Funston, the Republican con- 
testee, made aspeech in his own behalf. 
The minority resolution, declaring Moore 
the contestant, not entitled, and Funston, 
the contestee, entitled to the seat, was de- 
feated. Eight Democrats voted with the 
Republicans in favor of Funston. Owing 
to the lateness of the hour the vote on 
the majority resolutions to seat Moore, 
the contestant, were postponed until to- 
day. 

The Pure Food Bill, 

Mr. Hatch’s pure food bill will be favor- 
ably reported tothe house, the agricul- 
tural committee having so voted. Under 
the authority of congress to regulate com- 
merce, the bill proposes to prohibit the 
{utroduction into the United States from 
abroad or the transportation between 
states of adulterated food or drugs, under 
heavy penalty of fine and imprisonment. 
Theterm drug is held to include all 
medicines for internal and external use, 
and foodincludes all articles used for 
food or drink. They must be neither 
adulterated nor misbranded. 


Loss W in Reach Over $1. 500,000. 


CuicaGco, Aug. 2.—The lumber district 
of Chicago was last night visited by one 
of the most disastrous fires in its history, 
and the loss will foot up $1,595,000, al- 
though it will be 24 hours before the 
damage can be estimated with accuracy. 
Ten concerns were entirely cleaned out 
by the flames, and everything contained 
in their yards has been utterly destroyed.

A JAPANESE APOLOGY 


For Sinking the Kow Shing While 
Under the British Flag. 


DETAILED STORY OF THE AFFAIR. 


Efforts Were Made to Destroy 
Surviving Witnesses. 


LonDon, Aug. 2.—The Japanese govern- 
ment has wired instructions t# the Japan- 
ese minister here to offer an apol- 
ogy to Great Britain for firing upon and 
sinking the Kow Shing while she was fly- 
ing the British flag. 

The minister is also instructed to in- 
form the government of Great Britain 
that the commander of the Japanese 
cruiser was unaware until after the fight 
that the Kow Shing was a British vessel. 
Captain Galeworthy, the commander of 
the Kow Shing, together with many 
others on board the Kow Shing, were 
saved by the boats of the Japanese war- 
ship Nianawa. 

The admiralty has instructed Admiral 
Freemantle, in command of the China 
station, to prevent troops, arms or mu- 
nitions of war being conveyed under the 
British flag to either China or Japan. 
The admiral is also instructed to guard 
British lives and interests. 

The Japanese government sent a note to 
the foreign representatives 48 hours be- 
fore war was declared, to the effect that 
it was still disposed to consider any peace 
proposals which might be made that were 
compatible with the actual situation and 
with Japan’s dignity. 

An Awful Massacre. 

The Times has received the following 
account of the sinking of the Chinese 
transport Kow Shing, from Che-Foo, 
China: 

On July 25the Japanese admiral, on 
the cruiser Matsushima Kan, with two 
other men-oi-war in his command, 
sighted the Kow Shing, which was carry- 
in 


ing 1000 Chinese troops for Corea, 
Corean waters, 40 miles off Chemulpo. 
He signalled tbe Kow Shing to “Stop 


where you are or take the consequences.” 

The transport, which was flying the 
British ensign, promptly came to anchor. 
The Chinese man-of-war which was con- 
sorting her steamed away. The Kow 
Suing’s captain, trusting to the protec- 
tion of the British flag, refused the ad- 
vice of the commander of the Chinese 
cruiser to slip her anchor and run. The 
Japanese cruiser Naniwa Kan steamed 
up near the Kow Shing and sent a board- 


ing party to her, with instructions to 
make a strict scrutiny of the ship’s 
papers. After this had been done, there 


wus some hesitation on the partof the 
Japanese commander as to the action to 
be taken under the circumstances, 

Finally he peremptorily ordered the 
Kow Shing’s commander to follow with 
his Great excitement at once 
arose amoug the Chinese troops on board 
the transport, and they told the English 
that they would not 
surrender. They said: “We refuse to be- 
cowe prisoners; we would sooner die here. 
If you move the ship, except to return to 
we will kill you.” They then 
posted a guard at the anchor chains and 
allowed no one else to go near them. 

Yoo Hannekin'’s Able Argument, 

The oflivers of the Kow Shing signalled 
requesting that another

He told him that the Kow Shing 


left China intime of peace; that 


| there had been no declaration of war; that 


the vessel was a British ship and sailed 
under a British flag. 

He then urged the imposs‘bility of ex- 
ecuting the order of the Naniwa’s com- 
mittee, and explained that the flag should 
be respected and the ship escorted back to 
the Chinese coast. The boarding party 
returned tothe Naniwa and a little later 
the Kow Shing was signalled by the 
cruiser, “Quit ship as soon as possible.” 
The Kow Shiug replied that it was im- 
possible to quit ship. 

The Naniwa thereupon flew an answer- 
ing pennant, steamed quickly and lived 
up, broadside on, at a distance of about 
200 metres from the Kow Shing, and im- 
mediately discharged all her guus, com- 
prising two of 25 tons and four of 10 ton.. 

The excitement aboard the Kow Shing 
wasawful. The troops had begun fitting 
upa numberof small mountain guns, 
when the Naniwa threw the torpedo, The 
missile struck acoal bunkerand burst 
one of the boilers, the explosion being 
terrific, but not sufficient to sink the ves- 
sel. The Chinese troops fired on the Nan- 
iwa with rifles and small guos, and ex- 
hibited che greatest bravery. 

Sunk by Fifteen Discharges, 

The Naniwa coutipued to fire her 10- 
tonuers, and soon had the Kow Shing in 
a badly disabled condition. Many of the 
Chinese soldiers jumped overboard, and 
on these the Naniwa rained bullets from 
her deadly machine guns. The Kow 
Shing gradually began to sink, and after 
15 discharges from the cruiser’s big guns 
she went down in eight fathoms of water. 

The troops who remained aboard kept 
up their fire to the very last, some of their 
shots being aimed attheir own people 
who were swimming away, they being 
determined that all should die together, 
The vessel then sank stern first, dying the 
red ensigu of the Chinese. One heavily 
armed boat was lowered from the Nan-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The understand- 
ing among the tariff conferrees when 
they adjourned yesterday afternoon was 
that the session today should bring about 
tither an agreement on the sugar schedule 
or a decision to report # disagreement.

for a duty of 40 per cent ad yalorem on 
sugar below 16 Dutoh standard, 


and 49 per cent on sugar above this 
urade, the duty on the refined sugar to 
be eollected on the basis of the saccharine 
strength of the raw sugar used in it, 
with 1-5 cent differential on the refined 
and a discriminating duty equal to the 
export duty levied by such sugar-produc- 
ing countries as pay a bounty on suger 
production. 

This schedule was submitted to the 
conference asthe ultimatum of the con- 
servative senators, and the house confer- 
rees were given to understand that the 
schedule was the nearest approach to the 
requirements that the senate could make 
with any assurance that the bill would 
pass in the senate. 

Some of the house conferrees are favor- 
ably inclined toward the schedule, be- 
cause they believe thatit defines exactly 
the extra duty to be paid on refined 
sugars, and is free from the objection 
urged against the senate schedule, that, 
owing to the wording of the schedule, it 
was impossible to tell beyond the 
I-8 cent differential what the duty 
would be on the refined article. They are 
of the opinion that the duty in the sched- 
ule presented yesterday will be confined 
to the 1-5 cent differential, being inclined 
to accept these figures as the best they 
cin get 

Other Stumbling Blocks, 

While the sugar schedule has been the 
wreat stumbling block in the bill, there 
are various other problems which, while 
not so intricate, will prove difficult of ad- 
justment. Almost the entire time of the 
present conference so far has been given 
to sugar, and no effort has been made to 
of the other schedules. 
Many of these have been gone over casu- 
ally, butitis apprehended that when it 
comes to putting duwn the final figures 
there will be more or less discussion. 

This will be found to be especially true 
on the woolen, cotton and metal schedules. 
The coal aud iron ore questions are still 
among the undetermined problems, and 


there is no doubt that there will be a 
locking of horns over them, and much 
greater delay is possible than is antici- 


pated by the more sanguine. 

The senate conferrees think, however, 
that ifan agreement can be reached early 
today, it will be possible to have the 
work so far advanced by the close of the 
day to justify the calling in of the 
Republicans on Monday 

On the floor of the senate, and especi- 
ally among the leading senators,it was con 
sidered as quite definitely determined that 
the sugar question would be settled on 
the basis given, and so positive was one 
senator that this would be the immediate 
result that he told some of his colleagues 
that he considered final adjournment 
possible by next Wednesday or Thursday. 

No doubt is expressed by a majority of 
the members of the senate that if the 
sugar schedule is arranged satisfastorily 
there will be avy great difficulty in 
harmonizing the 600 and more other items 
of differences in the bill. The agreement 
has also been considered sufficiently 
definitely settled as to render it the sub- 
ject of much comment in the senate.

WORK OF CONGRESS 


Much Accomplished by the Session 
Now Druwing to a Close. 


REVIEW OF IMPORTANT MATTERS 


Which Have Received the 
President’s Endorsement. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—A review of the 
legislation which has been accomplished 
by the second session of the Fifty- 
third congress up to and _ includ- 
ing Aug. 3, shows that much has 
been done aside from the tariff strug 
gle, which has largely diverted public 
attention from matters which would have 
under other circumstances been considered 
of great importance. 

In the sum total of bills which have 
been passed the record of the house is 
far ahead of the senate, because the senate 
occupied itself with the tariff bill fora 
longer time than the house, the measure 
reaching a vote in the latter body a few 
days after [t was reported from the ways 
and means committee, under a special 
rule limiting debate. 

However, the record of general legisla- 
tion which was passed by both houses and 
received the president’s signature is a 
diversified and interesting one. One of 
the most important acts of the session was 
the act repealing all laws creating fiederal 
supervisors of elections or defining their 
powers, 

The act to enable the people of Utah to 
form a constitution and state government 
and to be admitted into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original states, 
provides the machinery by which the ter 
ritory will be admitted, probably in De 
cember, 1805 

An act making the first Monday in Sep 
tember a legal holiday, to be called Labor 
Day, was pussed largely at the instance of 
labor organizations, while scientific socie 
ties urged that the act to define and estab 
lish the units of electrical measurement 
be mate law 

Three bills were passed to give effect to 
the award of the tribunal of arbitration at 
Paris which adjudicated the seal fisheries 
disputes; the acts prohibiting seal fishing 
from May 1 to July 31 of each year, north 
of degree 35 N. latitude and east of de 
gree 180 of longitude, and establishing 
conditions under which the fishing can be 
carried on outside of the closed season, with 
penalties for violations of the law and 
machinery for its enforcement. 

Several measures were enacted in ac 
cordance with the recommendations of the 
Dockery commission (so called) for im- 
proving and amplifying the methods of 
doing the government business. Most im- 
portant were those changing the method 
of auditing accounts in the treasury de 
partment, improving the methods of ac- 
counting in the postoffice department and 
changing the money order system and 
that regulating the making of property 
returns by officers of the government. 

The Appropriation Bills, 


First entitled to mention are the appro 
priation bills for the expenses of the gov- 
ernment, Which form an important part of 
the regular work of every session, although 
generally the last to be finished. General 
legislation is usually engrafted on these 
bills, and from this rule those of the past 
session were no exception. 

The postoftice department bill, the first 
to pass, authorized the postmaster-general 
to allow postmasters’ offices and second- 
class offices to disburse at their discretion 
the amount allotted for their offices, and 
admitted to the mails periodical publica- 
tions published at least quarterly by be 
nevolent and fgaternal societies and other 
organizations as second-class mail matter. 

Provisions were included in the pension 
bills regulating the fees and methods of 
examining boards 

In the diplomatic and consular bills 
several salaries were changed, that of the 
minister to Belgium being raised from 
$7500 to $10,000, and a provision to make 
the bureau of South American republics 
partially self-sustaining by the sale of its 
publications was inserted. 

In the agricultural bill were provisions 
governing the distribution of seeds by the 
depattment. 

Three of the appropriation bills have not 
yet gone to the president—the river and 
harbor, general deficiency and sundry civil 

General Deficiency Bills, 

Four general deficiency bills have been 
necessary this session. The first one was 
signed Dec. 21, 1593, and its principal 
items were $127,500 for the pay of assistant 
janitors and custodians under the treasury 
department and $200,000 for mileage for 
members, the regular mileage appropria 
tion for the first session having been used 
during the special session 

The second deficiency bill, signed the 
same day, included $745,000 for the treas 
ury department, $300,000 of it for the cus- 
toms service, 2200,000 for the pension sery 
ioe, $300,000 for the census and $200,000 for 
public printing 

The third deficiency, signed March 12, 
1804, carried £100,000 for the treasury de 
partment, half of it for the enforcement of 
the Chinese exclusion act, with €315,000 for 
treasury printing; $805,000 for tbe depart 
ment of justice and 50,000 for improve- 
ments to the gunboats Castine and Ma 
chias 

The fourth bill, approved April 21, car 
ried about $215,000 for the treasury, most 
of it for the bureau of printing and engray 
ing, and for United States courts $1,436, 
000. The fifth bill, approved June 19, car 
ried $165,000 for the public printing office 
and $186,000 for the customs service. 

Two resvlutions, appropriating 850,000 
and $10,000 for enforcing the Chinese exclu 
sion act, were approved Dec. 7, 1893, and 
April 4, 1804 

As most of the appropriation bills had 
not passed at the beginning of the fiscal 
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year, July 1, it was necessary to extend by 
resolution all appropriations for the neces- 
sary operations of the government, for 
pensions and for the District of Columbia. 
Merchant Marine Interests. 

Among the laws of benefit to merchant 
marine interests enacted was one to pre 
vent collision at sea; prescribing 2 system 
of signals; to facilitate the entry of 
steamships by authorizing the customs 
officers to permit the unloading of a vessel 
of a regular established lie on receiving 
from the master a sworn manifest of the 
cargo; an act to establish a light and fog 
signal station near Butter Flats, New 
Bedford, Mass.; to transfer the Norris 
igland saving station, near Charleston, to 
@ullivan’s island, and an act to provide an 
American register for steamer E] Callao. 

Among the acts pertaining to the judici- 
ary of the United States were: To provide 
for two additional associate justices of the 
supreme court of Oklahoma territory; to 
provide that a term of the circuit and dis- 
trict court of the district of Vermont may 
be held at Montpelier; to require original 
receipts for deposits of postmasters to be 
sent to the auditor of the treasury for the 
postoffice department; to regulate the in- 
spection of iron or steel boiler plates and 
their stamping by the United States in- 
spectors and fixing the penalties for un- 
authorized use of the stamp. 

By a joint resolution officers and en- 
listed men of both branches of the service 
were authorized to wear the badge of the 
regular army and nayy union on formal 
occasions of ceremony. 

Among the land acts was one to settle 
with the Pemaquid Land company of 
Maine a disputed boundary of the Pema 
quid Point light station; authorizing the 
purchase or condemnation of lands of the 
Gettysburg battlefield. 

Foremost inimportance of the numerous 
bridge bills which became laws was the 
act authorizing the New York and New 
Jersey Bridge company to bridge the Hud 
son between New York and New Jersey. 
After its first passage the bill was vetoed 
by President Cleveland, because it per- 
mitted the sinking of a pier in the river. 
Commercial and shipping bodies opposed 
it, declaring that it would be a great ob- 
struction to navigation. 

An amended bill finally met the sanction 
of the president and was signed, which pro- 
vided that the bridges shall be of span and 
elevation, which the secretary of war shall 
approve and require, leaving the recom 
mendations to a board of disinterested en 
gineers to be appvuinted by the president.

BRUTAL BEATING OF TWO MEN 


Has Brought Matters to a 
Crisis at Brazil, 


BRAZIL, Ind, Aug. 6.—David’ Wilson 
and Henry Wright, residents of “Attica, 
were attacked by a crowd of 
men on the Jackson-street crossing of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois road and hor- 
ribly stabbed and beaten. Wilson will 
die, and Wright is seriously injured, being 
covered with bruises, his jaw broken and 
an ugly cut above the left temple. Wil- 
son’s principal wounds were internal. 

Trainmaster Fowler of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois said that they had come 
to this city to work on his road, and this 
led to the belief that the men had been as 
saulted by strikers. Most of the strikers 
say they were acquainted with the men, 
and that they did not come to work on the 
railroad, and that they were assaulted and 
robbed by a crowd of toughs. Wright 
admits that he was robbed. 

Aman who arrived here yesterday to 
take a position on the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois was attacked by men alleged 
to be strikers, and was only saved from be 
ing killed by drawing a revolver and

until a policeman arrived and escorted 
him to the roundhouse.

SIMPLY WAITING. 


Congress Can Adjourn as Soon as the 
Tariff Matter Is Disposed Of. 

WASHINGTON, Aug 6.—With the tariff 
disposed of, the senate could probably ad 
journ in three or four days’ time. 

The last of the general appropriation 
bills has passed both houses, and a ma 
jority of them have been signed by the 
president. Some of thegg bills are in con 
ference still, but if an agreement upon 
them would bring an adjournment, it 
would not long be delayed, as there are no 
irreconcilable differences between thg two 
houses on appropriations. There “5 no 
measure other than the tariff bill and the 
appropriation bills which would be strong 
enough to hold the senate together for 
even a day. 

The probabilities for the week include a 
report from the tariff conference commit 
tee and subsequent debate, and also the 
presentation of the conference reports on 
the sundry civil, river and harbor, Indian 
and general deficiency appropriation bills 
and the consideration of the calendar 
when these more important matters do 
not occupy a position to receive attention. 
The immigration bill comes up today at 2 
o'clock, and, in lieu of the tariff, may ex- 
cite considerable debate. 

The house will proceed this week, as it 
did last, with a fixed program, simply 
awaiting the final report on the tariff bill. 
All its routine business has been trans 
acted, and it is simply waiting. 

Today is being devoted to the Settle 
Williams contested election case from 
North Carolina. If the conferrees on the 
tariff reach an agreement this week, the 
report will first be considered in the sen- 
ate, and after being disposed of there, will 
come to the house. It is not the intention 
of the house managers to allow any pro 
tracted debate. 


NOT CONFIRMED. 


Story That the Japanese Captured Three 
Men-of-War Is Doubted, 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 6.—The rumor current 
to the effect that the Japanese fleet had 
captured three men-of-war has not been 
confirmed. It is believed here that the re- 
port is possibly a rehash of the reports of 
the prior engagements of the fleet. 

As yet there has been no disorder in 
Shanghai growing out of the war, beyond 
a few trifling encounters between Japanese 
and Chinese rowdies. The municipal

| wall River Manufacturers Make Many 
| Changes Affecting Weavers. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug 7.—The Fall 
| River Cotton Manufacturers’ association 
| yesterday voted to reduce all classes 10 
| per cent from present rates, the reduction 
to go into effect Aug. 20. 

It was also voted to pay weavers by the 
| pound instead of by cut, te avoid objec 

tional publicity of details of weaving re 
| quired by the weavers’ particulars bill in 
| payment by cut. The new payment to 
| weavers is to be 22-7 cents a pound for 
| regular print cloth. The present price is 
18 cents for a cut weighing seven pounds. 
The new price is equal to a reduction cf 2 
cents a cut. 

Operatives in mills have promised to 
strike if a cut-down is tried, but manu 
| facturers appear indifferent as to the pos 
sibility of a strike. They claim that they 
have held off for a year against low prices 
for cloth and poor husiness. Nog prices 
have gone so low that many mills are run 
ning at a loss, and in spite of low prices 
the stock is increasing. - The manufactur 
ers claim that the wages are from 10 to 15 
per cent higher than in other places

commissioners has heard all the evidence 
pro and con in the bribery charges against 
Sergeant Sheehan of division 4.

MUCH -TALKED-OF ~‘AGREEMENT” 


Now Appears to Be Further 
Away Than Ever. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Chairman Wil- 
son and his associate house tariff confer- 
rees scored a victory when the house Dem- 
peratic caucus, called with a view of end 
ing the tariff struggle by instructing or 
advising the house conferrees, adjourned 
without taking any action. 

The effect of this was to leave the house 
conferrees to proceed as they saw best, and 
to show conspicuously that the effort to 
advise them had failed. The friends of 
Mr. Wilson found that they had the cau- 
cus so well in hand that they could have 


passed the resolution expressing confl-

Bynum Explains. 

In his explanatory statement, which 
was a brief one, Mr. Bynum said that al- 
| though there had been a clamor from a 
part of the press for the passage of a bill, 
he believed that the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the country was for the best possi- 
ble bill that could be agreed upon. For 
himself, he preferred the senate bill to no 

bill, and as he interpreted the wish of the 
| party, it was fora tariff bill and prompt 

action. 

Chairman Wilson replied to Mr. Bynum 
in a speech marked by much spirit. He de- 
tailed the work of the confesence, and told 
of the troubles that had been encountered. 
Mr. Wilson said that one of the greatest 
troubles was just such movements as this 
for a caucus, by which the house conferrees 
were subjected to afireinthe rear. He 
deprecated the adoption of the Bynum 
resolution. 

He was followed by Mr. Livingston of 
Georgia, who offered a substitute express- 
wg confidence in the house conferrees 
and leaving all action to their judg- 
ment. 

Speaker Crisp then spoke with much 
earnestness for 10 minutes, counseling 
the caucus to take no action which would 
embarrass the house tariff conferrees. The 
speaker's remarks were greeted with much 
applause.

At 4:30 the caucus ad- 
journed without passing any resolution.

Quebec's Riot. 
QvEBEC, Aug. 8.—Protestant mission 
houses have been wrecked in the different 
parts of the city by a howling body of riot-

The Sunday 
night mob was altogether French-Cana- 
dian. The Irish Catholics held aloof. It 
was acowardly mob. It did not start out 
to fight fighting men, but toattack women 
and missionaries. The rioters were doubt- 
less inflamed by the utterances of Le Lec- 
teur, a French newspaper here, which de- 
scribed a Baptist mission house in the 
French-Canadian suburbs of St. Roch’s as 
a Salvation Army barracks. 


Tardy Prohibs, 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug. 8.—Sworn cer- 
tificates of nominations of Prohibitionists 
of Vermont should have been received by 
the secretary of state before midnight, 
Aug. 4. They were received one day late. 
The delay will preclude the printing of 
the party nominees’ names on the state 
ticket. Prohibition voters will have to 
write the names of their candidates. 

For Breach of Promise, 

HAMMOND, Ind., Aug. 8.—Miss Living- 
ston, a Crown Point belle, has begun suit 
against Professor G. W. Christie of Hol- 
bert, placing damages at $10,000.

aoe Striers Surround Packing 
Houses at South Omaha, 


A BRISK TRADE IN REVOLVERS. 


Strikers Disclaim Attempts at 
Creating Disturbances. 


OMAHA, Aug. 8.—The situation at South 
Omaha is more serious now than at any 
time since the strike began, and Adjutant 
General Gage is closely watching the angry 
strikers. All the packing houses are sur- 
rounded by strikers, most of whom are 
trmed, and all persons desiring to enter 
the plants must satisfy the guards of the 
strikers, who are located every 10 yards. 
The trade in revolvers has been rushing 
here for the last week. 

Permits have been issued to many of the 
men to carry guns, and each day the situa- 
tion grows more serious. 

“We must have better police protection,” 
said Manager Cudahy, “The men who 
now want to work are assaulted, Road gr 
ing and coming from their homes. We 
ought to have at least 800 special police 
until the excitement abates.” 

Anthony Franks, a man employed at 
Cudahy’s, was pursued by strikers last 
evening and fired at five times. 

Say They Are For Peace, 

.The executive committee of the strikers 
disclaim any knowledge of assaults com- 
mitted bythe union men. They claim all 
the men who went out were given strict 
orders not to create any disturbance what- 
ever. The committees have chosen 15 
citizens, and will ask Mayor Johnson to 
swear them in as special policemen. The 
committee also petitioned the mayor and 
council not to employ any man as special 
who does not live in the city. 

The packers still claim that many more 
of the old men want to go back to work, 
but are afraid to do so for fear they will be 
assaulted. 

The strikers claim none of the old men 
have gone back to work, but that on the 
other hand, several more of them came 
out because they would not work for $1.50 
aday. New men are being put to work as 
they are needed, and the packers say that 
by the end of the week they will be run- 
ning a full force. 


Investments Depreciated, 

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 8.—The comptroller 
of the currency has notifled the officers of 
the Lime Rock National bank, this city, 
that they must either call an assessment 
or reduce capital stock. This bank has a 
capitalization of 2300,000, in $50 shares, and 
its last dividend was last December, when 
it paid 2 percent. No dividend has been 
declared this year. Its officers say that 
the depreciation of investments, caused by 
hard times, is the sole cause. 


Great Britain Is Neutral, 
LONDON, Aug. 8.—An extraordinary ga- 
zette has been issued containing a procla- 
mation of the queen of Great Britain's 
neutrality in the war between China and 
Japan. <A dispatch from Tien-Tsin says 
a Chinese cruiser has captured a Japanese 
trading bark and taken her to Taku. All 
pilots have been warned officially that 
they must not guide Japanese vessels nor 
give them any information as to the waters 
and coast. 


Everybody Made Sick, 

CHESTER Depot, Vt., Aug. 8.—The citt- 
zens of this plac» gave a reception to the 
teachers and instructors attending* the 
summer of methods for Windsor 
county. 100 were present, all of 
whom w made sick from some un- 
known cause, supposed to be poisoned ice 
cream.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 9.—Fred Brackett, 
who has been selected as general manager 
of the Baltimore centennial exposition, to 
be held in 1897, states that this — tion 
will be the greatest ever held in coun- 
try, excepting the centennial of Philadel- 
phia and the Chicago World’s fair.

WHITE-WINGED PEACE 
Has Settled Over Newfoundland Since the 
Wreck of the Whitewayites. 
gt. Joun’s, N. F., Aug. 10.—After flve 
months of unexampled disturbance the 


| crisis in Newfoundland politics was ended 


yesterday. Governor O’Brien assented to 


| the bills passed at the special session, and 


the legislature closed until February next. | 
The Whiteway party leaders are disquali

“The governor, in his speech, records with 
that measures ordinarily occu 
pying a whole session have been dealt 
with a week, and thanks the assembly 
for the supplies granted.

STILL IN FAVOR. 


Li Hung Chang Has Not Been Deposed by 
the Emperor of China. 

Lonpoy, Aug. 10.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Tien-Tsin declares that 
the report that the rank and privileges of 
the viceroy, Li Hung Chang, had been re 
duced by imperial command is entirely 
unfounded. The report that the Chinese 
general, Yen, was killed ina battle with 
Japanese forces at Asan is also declared to 
be untrue. A further denial is made of 
the report that the Chinese steamer 
Kwangui had been sunk. 

The English colony in Tien-Tsin has 
signed a petition to the heme government 
requesting that British gunboats be sent 
to that port to prevent panics. 

The Chinese government has ordered all 
the authorities throughout th. empire 
to protect foreigners and missionaries.

Further Details of the Disaster on the 
Rock Island Road. 


SUSPICION POINTS TO STRIKERS 


As Having Been Responsible 
For the Awful Affair. 


IuINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 11.—It was nearly 
lark last evening before the frightful mass 
of debris occupying the ravine where the 
Rock Island express was wrecked and 
burned a few miles south of this city had 
cooled sufficiently to enable the big crowd 
gathered at the place in the hope of learn 
ing something of the fate of friends or r--- 
atives to inspect the charred mass in day- 
light, but any hope they may have enter- 
tained of securing from the great ashpile 
any information as to the identity of those 
who lost their lives in the holocaust were 
soon blasted. 

The tons of water thrown on the twisted 
bed of embers had been sufficient to pre- 
vent every vestige of combustible material 
being destroyed. Occvsionally a charred 
skull or a partially burned human bone 
was raked from the bed of the furnace, but 
nothing that remained to tell the tale of 
those who went down with the ill-fated 
train, and time was required to determine 
just how many persons were lost in the 
wreck. The list of killed and injured, as 
furnished by the coroner, thus far swells the 
fatalities to 24, 

One victim, whose name will never be 
known, lay under the tender, the upper 
end of which lay across his thighs, 

Crushing Them Inte the Gravel. 

As Colonel Bills approached, he begged 
piteously to be released and saved from 
the flames. Colonel Bills is a man of 
nerve and decision, but he was confronted 
by a terrible alternative. To move the 
tender was an utter impossibility, and the 
long tongues of hungry flames were reach 
ing Out greedily for their victims. 

For an instant he thought that only one 
of the man’s legs was pinioned down, and 
he thought about amputating it. Then he 
saw both were fast, and while he hesitated 
helplessly for a moment, a gust of wind 
drove the flames and smoke upon his blis- 
tering face and scorched his clothes. Be 
fore he could recover himself, the long 
fiery tongues had wrapped themselves 
about the body and head of their terrified 
victim and stilled his screams. 

Theories as to the Wrecking. 

It is conceded that the train was de- 
railed by the removal of the rails for about 
50 yards across the trestle. There is sufficient 
evidence to prove this. A fishplate and 
the bar which goes with it were wrenched 
loose, and were found near the trestle after 
the wreck occurred. One theory is that 
strikers from South Omaha did the work, 
believing that a company of state troops, 
who were to have boarded the train at 
Fairbury, were aboard. The company 
missed connection, however.

FORCED TO RECEDE. 


House Accepted the Ultimatum of 
“Senate Bill or Nothing.” 


SOME SEPARATE BILLS PASSED. 


Gorman Says They Will Be 
Soon Pigeon-Heled. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The long strug- 
gle over the tariff bill came to a clcse at 6 
o'clock last evening, when the house, by a 
vote of 182 to 105, decided to discharge the 
house conferrees from further considera- 
tion of the bill, recede from its opposition 
to the 634 senate amendments and agree to 
the same, 

It was a complete victory for the senate. 
The result grew directly out of the sensa- 
tional course of events at the senate end 
of the Capitol precipitated by Senator 
Hillon Friday. Up to that time, the 
house conferrees had stood firm against 
the senate amendments, especially on coal, 
iron ore and sugar, and the temper and 
voice of the house were for war to the end. 
But the indications that the Democrats of 
the senate might be unable to longer hold 
amajority of the votes in line for even the 
senate bill, and that the bill was in terri- 
ble jeopardy, forced the house Democrats 
to immediate action. 

The Democratic conferrees of the house 
at last admitted that they were beaten 
and that another vote could not be risked 
in the senate; that it must be either the 
senate bill or no bill. 

The whole question was precipitated at 
the caucus held just before the house con- 
vened yesterday, at which, after a thor- 
ough review of the situation and speeches 
in favor of receding by Speaker Crisp, 
Chairman Wilson and others, it was de- 
cided to take the senate bill and immedi- 
ately afterwards pass separate bills plac- 
ing coal, iron ore, sugar and barbed wire 
on the free list. 

The program arranged in the caucus 
was carried out to the letter in the house 
under an ironclad special order. The 
scenes in the chamber throughout the day 
and even in the night were exciting and at 
times sensational. The galleries were 
packed and the members applauded their 
respective leaders to the echo. 

The Caucus Proceedings, 

Chairman Wilson's speech in the caucus 
was simply explanatory, telling of the 
difficulties and embarrassments which the 
house conferrees encountered from the 


outset. He informed the house that he 
and his associates had finally become con 
vineed that it was the senate bill or noth 
ing Therefore, he and his associates, 

Speaker Crisp and other leaders, had

soon as the tariff bill was 


j disposed of to puss bills to pat sugar, coal 
and iron ore on the free list The senti 
ment of those present was overwhelmingly 
in favor of such a course and it was almost 
immediately adopted. 

Efforts were made by several members 
in the caucus to ascertain the attitude of 
President Cleveland, and whether he would 
sign the measure, but no one present, not 
even Chairman Wilson, was authorized to 
say What course the president would take 
inthe matter. His friends in the house, 
however, are confident that he will sign 
the bill. 

One of the conditions that induced him 
to consent to the senate bill was that the 
house should immediately pass a bill for 
free coal andiron ore. This is what he 
has been contending for from the begin

Although the action of the ho tse caucus 
was anticipated in the senate, its announce- 
ment created much commenton both sides 
of the chamber. Gorman’s face was 
wreathed with smiles, and he was congratu- 
lated by several of his Democratic col- 
l-agues and also by many Republican sen 
ators. 

When informed that the caucus had de- 
cided to pass the bill putting coal and 
fron ore on the free list, he remarked that 
he and his associates will take care that 
they were properly pigeon-holed when 
they reached the senate.

SMUGGLING OF CHINESE. 


An Inquiry Into It at Boston May Lead 
to Changes In Agents’ Office, 

Boston, Aug. 14.—An investigation, or 
inquiry, by Special Employe T. A. Byrne 
of the United States treasury department 
is being conducted at the federal building, 
which will undoubtedly result in a sensa- 
tion and probably a shakeup in the special 
agents’ office in this city. 

The investigation consists of an examin- 
ation of the special agent in charge, Con- 
verse J. Smith, Chinese Inspector Miller, 
Special Customs Inspector O'Neil, and 
Special Employes Heintz and Bunn, as to 
the method they have pursued in the ex- 
amination of Chinese papers at this port 
since their appointment. 

An effort has been made to keep the tn- 
vestigation a profound secret, but the facts 
leaked out yesterday through an authori- 
tative source. 

Although no charges have been brought 
against the officials which will reflect 
upon their character, yet certain things 
have developed during the past few days 
that will make the investigation one of in- 
terest. 

The recent Chinese smuggling expose 
which was brought about by Chinese In- 
spector Scharfe of New York hinted that 
the Chinese business at this port was not 
being conducted in a proper manner, and 
that certain officials were in sympathy 
with the Chinese. 


The Search For Wellman, 

LoNpDoN, Aug. 14.—A message from 
Captain Botolfsen, written on board the 
sealing vessel Malygen, on which Botolf 
sen has gone to relieve the Wellman expe 
dition, says that if he fails to find Well- 
man at Danes ishind he will proceed to 
establish depots and stations in accordance 
witha plan previously decided upon by 
Wellman.

This shall not apply to the return to the 
United States of any registered Chinese 
laborer who hasa lawful wife, ohild or 
parent in the United States or property 
therein of the value of $1000 or debts of 
like amount due him and pending settle 
ment, Nevertheless, every suoh Chinese 
laborer shall, before leaving the United 
States, deposit as a condition of his re- 
turn with the collector of customs ef the 
district from which he departs, a 

Full Description In Writing 
of his family or property or debts. 

Such right of return to the United 
States shall be exercised within one year 
from date of leaving the United States, 
but such right of return to the United 
States may be extended for an additional 
period not exceeding one year, in cases 
where, by reason of sickness or other 
cause of disability beyond his control, 
such Chinese laborer shall be rendered un- 
able sooner to return, 

The provisions of the convention shall 
not affect the rights at present enjoyed by 
Chinese subjects, being officials, teachers, 
students, merchants, or travelers for curt- 
osity or pleasure, but not laborers, coming 
to the United States and residing therein. 
To entitle such Chinese subjects, as are 
above described, to admission into the

NEW QUARRY LAND. 


Milton Stone May Soon Rival Quincy— 
On the New Street Railway. 


Recently there has been opened up in 
Milton, near the Quincy line, a valuable 
piece of quarry land. It comprises the 
Lyman and Bailey estates in what is known 
as New State and contains about 100 acres 
and is owned by Pinel Bros. and Matthews, 
apd Pinel Bros. and McDonnell Sons.

His conclusion was impressive, and, ac 
cording to the newspaper reports of the 
time, evoked hearty sympathy on the part 
of his hearers, both white and colored.

DOCTORING OF ALCOHOLIC SPIRITS | 


Gives Advantages Intended For 
the Arts Alone. 


Wasninaton, Aug. 15.—It 1s highly

This section reads as follows: 

Any manufacturer finding it necessary to 
use alcohol in the arts or in any medicinal or 
other like compound may use the same under 
regulations to be prescribed by the secretary 
of the treasury, and on satisfying the collector 
of internal revenue for the district wherein 
he resides or carries on business that he has 
complied with such regulations and has used 
alcohol therein, and exhibiting and delivering 
up the stamps which show that a tax has been 
paid thereon, shall be entitled to receive from 
the treasury of the United States a re bate or 
repayment of the tax so paid.

RECORD SMASHING 


The Order of the Day at the Wheel- 
men’s Meet at Denver. 


EXCITING ONE-MILE OPEN RACE. 


Titus Disqualified and the 
Race Given to Brown. 


DENVER, Aug. 17.—The national racing 
tournament of the League of American 
Wheelmen was inaugurated here in the 
presence of over 10,000 people. There was 
some disappointment over the non-ap- 
peurance of J.S. Johnson, the Minneap 
olis champion. His wheel broke in the 
mile open trial in the morning and he did 
not qualify. 

The records lowered yesterday are those 
forthe one-mile novice, one-mile open, 
class B, and five-mile national champion- 
ship. 

Lee Richardson of Chicago went against 
the half-mile record for backward riding, 
and reduced it from 2:47 to 2:35. The mi'e 
novice was paced by Chaffin and Phillips, 
and the result was the fastest mile ever 
ridden in a novice race, 

The first championship race was that of 
a& mile. Twelve mon started. Sanger 
went clear of the bunch in the back 
stretch, but gave up in the straight. Bald, 
the winner, is from Buffalo. 

The fourth event, the one-mile open, 
created the greatest enthusiasm of the 
day. Sanger took the lead at the two-thirds 
and held it until 200 feet from the tape. 
Sanger, Titus, Brown and Bald were all 
lapping each other. Sanger had the pole, 
or was close to it, and Titus, coming ¥ very 
fast, cut inside of him. Sanger’s wheel 
was seen to wobble for an instant, and 
Titus and Brown finished ahead of him. 

Foul Riding Claimed. 

Titus was disqualified for foul riding 
and Brown was given first place, with 
Sanger second and Bald third. Titus’ 
friends claim he was near enough tothe 
pole to claim, and state Sanger tried to el 
bow Titus off the track. Titus’ time was 
2:103-5, which is the record for a scratch 
race, the previous record being 2:11 3-5 by 
Sanger. Brown, the winner, is a Cleve- 
land man. 

In the two-mile handicap, Barnett of 
Lincoln, Neb., who had a handicap of 190 
yards, passed the leader in the second 
mile and won by 200 feet. 

In the five-mile championship the time 
limit was set at 16 minutes. Seven men 
started. The pace was sct by seven riders 
alternately, and at the four-mile point 
Cabanne teok the lead. The spurt in the 
last race was very hot, and at the finish 
the men were prettily bunched

WAGES AT PULLMAN 


éppear to Have Been Squeezed Down te 
the Lowest Possible Ameunt. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—In the strike com- 
missioners’ investigation yesterday Secre- 
retary Kelliher, when asked for his views 
as to the best method for préventing 
6trikes, said that he firmly believed 
government ownership of railroads would 
solve the problem. “Next to that,’ he 
continued, “I think compulsory arbitra- 
tion would answer.” 

“How would you force the railroads to 
abide by the arbitrators’ decision?” asked 
Commissioner Wright. 

“By law,’’ promptly responded the wit- 
ness. ‘Let the law be such that in case of 
trouble with its employes the railroad be 
compelled to submit the matter to arbitra- 
tion. Then let it be understood that if the 
railroads will not accept the terms upon 
which arbitrators decide, the companies 
can be compelled to go out of business. In 
other words, the railroads should be com- 
pelled to abide by the decision, and as to 
the employes, if they are not suited by the 
the decision, let them leaye the employ of 
the company.” 

Miss Jennie Curtis, president of the 
Girls’ union at Pullman, testified that her 
father had been in the employ of the 
Pullman company for 15 years, until 
shortly before his death last year. He was 
delinquent in his rent to the amount of $60; 
the company compelled her to assume the 
debt and sign acontract to pay it out of 
her wages at the rate of 83 a week. Some 
weeks she had so little left from her wages 
that she could not pay board. In 1893 the 
company was paying its girls 22)4 cents an 
hour for sewing, and the poorest seam- 
stress earned $1.50 a day. Before the strike 
the strike the best of them had got down 
to700r 80 cents a day, while the poor 
needle women could make only 40 or 50 
cents. 

Theodore Rhode, representing the paint- 
ers’ department, had worked for the com- 
pany 12 years and had been gradually cut 
down until he could not make $1.25 a day. 
The foreman abused the men and the 
management experimented with the ma- 
terials until piece-workers could make 
nothing. 

R. W. Combs of the freight car shops 
had been in the employ of the company 
for 10 years. Where men in that depart- 
ment were able to earn $2.25 a day piece 
work, they were not able to make more 
than 68 cents adayin March of this year. 
Between 1888 and 1891 there had been no 
reductions, but in November, 1803, came a 
cut that made a difference of $8in a freight 
car to the men who built it, and @ of this 
fell on the car carpenters. The wit :ss 
| said that he had 83.50 left from his F -b- 
ruary wages after he had paid his rent, 
and with the $3.50 he was expected to sup- 
port a wife and twoc hildren,

prudent course under the present condi- 
tions. 

Secretary Whitehead, on the other hand, 
believes that the voluntary vacation idea 
is the better one to follow, and he thinks 
that is the feeling of most of the weavers 
who are members of the union,

WILL TRY IT IN '96. 


Wellman Not Discouraged by the Fail- 
ure of His Plans. 


A THOROUGH TEST OF ALUMINIUM 


Showed It to Be All That Was 
Claimed For It. 


TromMsor, Norway, Aug. 17.— Walter 
Wellman, with the crew of the crushed 
steamer Ragnvald Jarl, arrived here by the 
fishing yacht Bertine, Captain Johnsen, 
from North Spitzbergen. All the mem- 
bers of the party are well. Discussing the 
failure of his expedition to reach the pole, 
Mr. Wellman said: 

“After the loss of the Ragnvald Jarl 
and the consequent breaking up of my 
line of retreat, I was compelled to modify 
my plans for the summer work and make 
sure of being able to return to the coast of 
Spitzbergen earlier than we intended, 
though the expedition reached within a 
few miles of the Slst parallel on May 12, 
11 days from Tromsoe. 

“The season had then changed to the 
other extreme. Northof the Seven islands, 
situated at the extreme north of Spitsber- 
gen, so far as we could see, were masses of 
heavy, unbroken ice, which appeared ab- 
solutely impassable. 

“The expedition then turned its face 
east, along the northeast land, and though 
the northeast gales quickly broke up the 
ice, which had promised to afford smooth 
and easy traveling, the whole northeast 
land was explored. 

“The scientific men of the party made 
many interesting observations in geology 
and natural history. Professor French 
accurately surveyed a large part of the 
coast. Among the points added to the 
map by the virtue of the discoveries made 
during this survey are Capes Gresham, 
Whitney, Armour and Scott, and Walsh 
island. 

“On July 1, with seven men and an 
aluminium boat, I started to force my way 
north over the pack-ice, but I was com- 
pelled, after several days of frightful 
struggles with the ice, to give up the at- 
tenipt 

A Disagreeable Fourth. 

“On July 41 started to return to Wal- 
den island, crossing Doye bay. We were 
all compelled for hours to wade through 
water waist high. The screwing of the 
pack-ice threatened to destroy the boats 
and sledges, but though they were sub- 
jected to the hardest usage the aluminium 
boats came through uninjured. Had it 
not been for the protection afforded the 
stores by the water-tight aluminium cases 
progress would have been {impossible in 
pack-ice, where men and sledges were half 
the time in the water and half the time 
on the ice. 

“Crossing Dove bay, Alme, the meteor- 
ologist of the party, broke a bone in his 
right leg and had to be carried in the 
boats to Walden island, which was reached 
on July 22 

‘‘We waited a fortnight in vain for open 
water, and on Aug. 4 decided to push 
through theice. The attempt, which was 
a most dangerous one, was wholly success- 
ful, and our four boats reached Low island 
on Aug. 6, Where we sighted the Bertine. 
Eventually, we hired her to convey our 
party to Tr We sailed for Low 
island on Aug. 7, and reached Danes 
island on Aug. &. There we took off Pro- 
fessor Oyen, the geologist, and Hyerdahl, 
the ski runner and sportsman, from the 
University of Christiania, and the stores. 

‘Though we were unsuccessful in get- 
ting as far north as we hoped in 1804, on 
account of the loss of our steamer, etc., 
and the bad nature of the season, I am 
determined to try the Spitzbergen route 
again in 1895

Work Is Scarce. 

BROCKTON, Mass., Aug. 17.—The state 
commissioners on the unemployed gave a 
hearing here yesterday. Witnesses testi- 
fied that fully one-third of the working 
people of Rockland were without employ- 
ment, and that out gf 6000 shoe workers in 
this city, one-third had been out of work 
during the year. Cuts of 26 per cent had 
been made in many departments, The 
Lasters’ union reported that 300 of Its 
men had been without work during the 
year, while the wages were cut down fully 
a third. 


Kane Found Guilty. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—In the trial of Henry 
Kane for manslaughter a verdict of guilty 
was returned by the jury. Sentence was 
reserved. Kane and one Daniel Connolly 
became involved in a quarrel on the night 
of July 25, when Kane knocked Connolly 
down in such a way that his head struck 
the sidewalk, causing a fracture of the 
skull, from the effects of which he after- 
ward died. ; 

Brothers All Died Suddenly. 

Mystic, Conn., Aug. 17 Mason M 
Stanton, one of the best-known farmers 
in this state, dropped dead out of his wagon 
yesterday afternoon from heart disease 
Deceased was a large stock raiser and 
farmer, and his wealth is estimated at 
$100,000. He was the last of five brothers, 
who all died in a similar manner. 


Telephone Company Won't Obey. 
PROVIDENCE, Aug. 17.—The efforts of 
the chief of police to close the pool rooms 
resulted yesterday in an order to the 
Western Union Telephone company to re- 
move its tickers. Manager Hurlbut re 
fused to do so and threatened to bring

LAID AT REST. 


The Funeral Services Yesterday of the 
Late John Quincy Adams. 

Nothing could have been less ostentatious 
than the funeral services Thursday after- | 
noon over the remains of Hon. John | 
Quincy Adams, our distinguished cane 
man. Many citizens regretted very much 
that they were not permitted to attend and 
thus show their respect. Had the cere- 
monies been public the funeral would have 
been one of the largest ever held in the 
city, and would have included prominent 
officials of the nation, state and city, and 
others distinguished at the bar and in 
educational, charitable and other move- 
ments. 

But the barial was private, quiet and 
simple, in accordance with the wishes of 
the family. Flags however, were at half 
mast in Quincy and most of the stores and 
offices of the city were closed during the 
afternoon from three to four o’cleck. 

The family took a firal look at the 
remains at noon, when the casket was 
closed not to be reopened. The casket 
was of broadcloth with heavy silver trim- 
mings, the inscription being on a _ solid} 
plate. 

The services took place at three o'clock | 
aud were conducted by the Rev. D. M. 
Wilson, formerly pastor of the First | 
ehurch. Only the immediate family were 
present. There was no music and no pall 
bearer. 

At the cemetery quite a number of 
citizens gathered in the vicinity of the 
grave, most of tiem poor people who had 
often been befricuded by Mr. Adams. Rev, 
Mr. Wilson cffered prayer, and then tbe 
casket was lowered into its brick-walled } 


sepulchre which was covered with Leavy 
stone slabs.

In discussing the murder he referred to 
Nettie as having been the apple of his eye.

The father re- 
marked that Nettie, to help along the fam- 
ily, was eager to do any extra work for the 
neighbors, whereby she might earn a dol- 
lar. 

Thus it happened that she went picking 
strawberries during the berry season, and 
within a few weeks helped the Ripley 
family in caring for their household. 

The funeral of the murdered girl will 
take place this afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from the house, and the pastor of the 
Methodist church will officiate.

STANDARD OF GOLD AND SILVER 


Necessary to Restore Prosper- 
ity, Say Bi-Metallists. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The policy to be 
pursued on advancing the principles of bi- 
metallism was outlined at yesterday's ses- 
slonof the American Bi-Metallic league 
conference. he following declaration 
Was adopted:

A BIG BOOT AND SHOE TRADE. 


Prices on Spring Goods Will 
Soon Be Demanded. 


New York, Aug. 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: The 
new tariff bill, if signed by the president, 
as expected, provides s definite basis for 
business. While it is not wise to look for 
& great “boom,” there is warrant for a 
reasonable and prudent hopefulness. It is 
too early to look for effects of the new sit- 
uation in the great industries, but the 
grand recovery, which has appeared for 
some time, is seen ina better demand for 
products. 

Speculation in wool has been stopped, 
and the sales, which have been 6,929,750 
pounds for the week, and 14,553,150 for two 
weeks of August, against 3,897,400 last 
year and 16,385,300 in 1892, naturally di- 
minished on Wednesday and Thursday, 
as itis expected that the recent advance 
may be lost, though no change yet ap- 
pears. 

As woolen manufacture has the old 
duties with free wool until Jan. 1, orders 
are expected to be governed by the con- 
suming power of the people with the ac- 
cumulated business so long deferred, and 
while recent trade has been enough to 
crowd the mills at work on some special- 
ties, it has been far short of the capacity of 
all the works in the country. 

Makers @ill be pressed within the next 
week to put prices on spring goods, of 
which a few lines are open. 

Slight Increase In Cotton Trade. 


Cotton manufacturers have been carry- 
ing extraordinary stocks of goods for the 
country, and the strike threatened at New 
Bedford, Mass., will not alarm them, but 
the reduction of wages seems likely to be 
accepted at Fall River, Mass. A slight 
increase in transactions is reported, buy- 
ers and sellers having at least a common 
basis for settlement. 

Iron and Steel, 


Resumption by iron and steel works, 
which were stopped by the strikes, con- 
tinues to depress prices of some finished 
products, but with more furnaces operating 
prices of pig iron are not lower. Com- 
parisons show a fall in pricegranging from 
20 to 44 percentin iron ant its products 
since October, 1890, which suffictently ac- 
counts for the idleness of more than as 
third of the works. The demand for 
structural forms seems smaller, and does 
not increase for railroad uses, though 
traffic improves, but for some other pro- 
ducts is better. 

Boots and Shoes. 

The boot and shoe industry leads all 
others in recovery from depression, and 
shipments from Boston for two weeks are 
47 per cent larger than last year, orders 
for low-priced goods pressing shops that 
produce certain qualities, although most 
manufacturers are working on orders cov 
ering only a week or two. Demands for 
speedy delivery and numerous sales from 
stock indicate that jobbers are carrying 
short supplies. 

Grain and Provisions, 

Speculation in corn has been active, the 
price falling 4 cents, rising 2!4 cents and 
falling 2 cents, with various reports of in- 
jury, which in some of the great states is 
undoubtedly severe. White western re 
ceipts in two weeks have been only 2,486, 
578 bushels, against 4,378,103 last year; the 
high price explains exports of only 541,635 
bushels, against 3,031,908 in the same 
weeks last year. 

Pork advanced 50 cents, lard 35 cents, 
per 100 pounds, with justiflcation in the 
injury to corn. Wheat is about 1 cent 
lower, western receipts being very heavy, 
for two weeks 10,650,418 bushels, against 
5,940,581 last year, and it is claimed that 
Minnesota and the two Dakotas will 
yield 125,000,000 bushels, the second largest 
in their history. Atlantic exports are 
small, in two weeks 2,679,546 bushels 
wheat, against 6,376,568 last year. 

Cotton had advanced 1-16 cent, without 
worse prospects. The value of cotton ex 
ported in July was 82,492,000, or 45 per 
cent less than last year, and the value of 
breadstuffs was $8,138 593, aguinst #19,416,- 
260, or 58 per cent less. 

Liabilities of firms failing in the week 
ending Aug. Yarea little larger than of 
late, $3,204,689, of which 21,041,491 were of 
manufacturing and $1,608,198 of trading 
concerns. Full returns for July show an 
aggregate of $11,291,305. The failures this 
week have been 226in the United States, 
against 455 last year, and 45 in Canada, 
against 27 last year.

Chinese Squadron Fled From Japs—The

SHANGHAI, Aug. 18.—The Japanese fleet 
which has been searching for the Chinese 
squadron came in sight of the enemy on 
Wednesday, and bore down upon them. 

The Chinese admiral, however, declined 
battle, and steamed into a harbor north- 
west of Chee-Foo. The Japanese have 
made no attempt to attack Chee-Foo, but 
the vessels of the fleet are cruising off that 
port. 

The naval court which has been investi- 
gating the sinking of the transport Kow 
Shing, by which nearly 2000 Chinese sol- 
diers lost their lives, finished its sittings 
yesterday. The court finds that the Kow 
Shing was destroyed by a broadside from 
a Japanese warship. It praises the con- 
duct of the Kow Shing’s officers. It says 
that the Japanese gave the surviving offi- 
cers of the transport a liberal supply of 
money to pay traveling expenses. 

It is officially stated that the Japanese 
fleet, which consists of 17 vessels, is hunt- 
ing for the Chinese fleet with the purpose 
of engaging it in battle. The Japanese 
in Corea have been ordered to 
occupy all the passes on the China-Corean 
frontier and prevent at all hazzards the 
entry into Corea of Chinese re-enforce- 
ments.

Senators Wailing For Cleveland's Ac- 
tion on the Tariff. 


HOUSE IS READY TO ADJOURN. 


No More Work To Be Done at 
This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The final 
action of the president on the tariff bill is 
the only thing that stands between the 
senate and final adjournment. 

It is the general opinion that with the 
bill passed upon by the chief executive, 
adjournment could be arranged within a 
day’s time. The last of the appropriation 


bills received the final consideration of the | 


senate during the past week, and even 
without the passing of the Murphy resolu- 
tion, there would not have been much prob 
ability of any general legislation, owing to 
the likelihood of there being no quoru!n. 
The last rollcall Saturday discovered 
only 45 senators, two more than a quorum, 
in the chamber, and the highest 
of the day was 54. Several have left since 
It is probable, therefore, that the daily 
sessions from this time forward will be 
brief, and that only bills to which there is 
no opposition from any senator oF over 
which there is no contest will be taken up. 
The Democratic managers hope to have 
the bill repealing the provision in the tar- 
iff bill exempting alcohol used in the arts 
and in the manufacture of medicinal pre- 
parations included in the list. There ap- 


pears a likelihood of opposition on the Re- | 


publican side, and, if there should be, 
this bill must necessarily go over until the 
next session. The Democratic members 
of the finance committee also hope to re- 
port the supplemental tariff bills during 
the week, but do not expect action on 
them. Probably considerable time will 
be spent in executive session in confirm 
ing nominations to which no one objects. 
The House of Representatives 

is now ready to adjourn. Its work has 
completed; it is only awaiting the 
action of the senate and the president. It 
is probable that it will adjourn from day 
to day until congress adjourns.

before the house, but this question has not 
been decided

SEEKING RE-ADMISSION. 

Brotherhood Men Are Sorry They Joined 
| the American Railway Union. 
CHicaco, Aug. 20.—A conference was 
held here yesterday by representatives of 
| the railroad brotherhoods for the discus 
| sion of matters affecting the old organiza- 
tions, as a result of the work of the Amer- 
can Railway union during the recent 
| strike. An agreement was reached to en- 
deavor to secure the reinstatement of 
hundreds of members of the order who 
joined the A. R. U., and having since re- 
pented of their course, are applying for 
membership in their old lodges. 

Mr. Wilkinson of the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen said after the conference that 
many of the men were out of positions 
since the strike, and had applied for re- 
admission to the brotherhoods, confessing 
that they had been swept away by the ex- 
citement attending the strike and profuse 
promises of the leaders of ®he American 
Railway union, and they now had no jobs, 
| and the American Railway untfon was in 
no financial position to give them support. 

“The trainmen lost several lodges by de- 
fection to the A. R, U.,” he said, “and ap- 
plications are being made for a renewal of 
the charters of all of them. We agreed to 
take the men back and will do all in our 
| power to have the railroads lift the boycott 
against them, for we areassured that the 
men will not again desert their lodges 
under similar circumstances.”’ 

“The Order of Railway Telegraphers,” 
said Mr. Powell, grand chief of that or- 
ganization, “was fortunate in the defec- 
tion of but few of its members. We lost 
but two lodges, one at Helena and the 
other at Ripon.” 

The officials of the orders left Chicago 
last night to effect the reorganization of 
the lodges and will make personal ap- 
peals to the various roads to reinstate their 
men. As the brotherhoods stood firm 
against the strikers, the officials believe 
they will get repentant members back to

TENSION IS STRONG, 


Neither Side In New Bedford Strike Is 
Disposed to Yield. 


FALL RIVER YARN SPINNERS 


Claim That Employers Con- 
template Another Cut. 


NEw BEpFoRD, Mass., Aug. 21.—The 
labor troubles here involve the l.cgest cot- 
ton manufacturing establishments, with 
an investment of $11,400,000. There are 
1,042,000 spindles and 15,250 looms involved. 
Six of the factories are cloth mills and 
seven are yarn mills. 

The battle against a reduction in wages 
is in force with all the vigor and _ per- 
sistency which characterize the efforts of 
organized labor. There was a brightening 
of the situation yesterday by the announce- 
ment that the strikers would return to 
work in at least three of the 28 mills. 
Aside from this, the outlook for settlement 
{s not at all promising. 

The temper of both sides is at its high- 
est pitch and neither is willing nor ready to 
make concessions. There is some talk of 
arbitration, and while there appears to be 
much to arbitrate, both manufacturer and 
employe are waiting for somebody to take 
the initiative 

How long the strike will last depends 
largely upon the condition of the market 
The demand for goods holds the key to 
the situation. 

A National Affair. 

There is considerable importance at 
tached to the New Bedford strike. In 
fact itisa national affair, and upon the 
result of the battle depends the uniformity 
of the wage system in the textile industry 
of the country. 

The mill owners realize this fact also, 
for, according to the agreement, New Bed 
ford and Fall River were selected as the 
places for an entering wedge. 

Secretary Ross says it will be a long 
fight. The mill owners say likewise, but 
underneath this latter assertion there is a 
certain feeling of local pride which may 
any day terminate the labor storm which 
is raging furiously in this city. 

There was some disturbance yesterday 
at twoof the mills, but not serious. The 
police force is held in readiness to protect 
life and property, but no trouble is feared 
so long as the arrival of non-union help is 
delayed. 

Everybody, including business men, the 
press, the clergy, even to the 
mill operative, hope for the end.

AT FALL RIVER. 


Spinners Think That Manufacturers Are 
Breaking Their Agreements. 

FaLL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 21. — The 
following data shows the extent of the 
cotton industry involved in the Fall River 
troubles 

Capital invested, 
2,546,500; looms, 60,000; employes, 25,020; 
weekly pay rolls, cotton con 
sumed weekly, 6000 production, 
720,000 yards of cloth per annum. 

The executive committee of the spinners’ 
association held a special meeting last 
night. The spinners in the yarn mills 
in particular, feel that the monufacturers 
are not keeping faith with them. 
spinners in these mills understood that 
change was to be made in their wages 
the outcome of the spinners’ strike in 
New Bedford was known. Now it is pro 
posed to reduce them, though not the full 
10 per cent 

Discussions at the meeting were loud and 
long, and a strong sentiment was shown 
in favor of striking. Delegations appeared 
from the Granite and Hargraves No. 2 
mills, Where the piecers have refused to 
work under the reduction. At the Granite 
mill they will receive $5.85 a week and at 
Hargraves $5.65. Efforts will be made to 
have piecers’ wages raised. If competent 
weavers cannot be secured, spinners will 
be allowed to go out. 

A delegation from the Shove mill repre- 
sented that the doffers had gone out, and 
the spinners’ action in refusing to do boys 
work was endorsed. Border City spinners 
are not satisfied with their conditions, as 
the corporation is piling upyarn. Sanford 
Spinning company spinners complain that 
they were assured that there would be no 
cutdown. ‘They were notified yesterday 
that wages would be cut from $12.28 to 
$11.50. Similar cuts are expected at the 
Globe Yarn mills, which are under the 
same management, 

Treasurer Chase of the King Philip mill 
is reported to have promised to keep his 
spinners’ wages at the rate paid in New 
Bedford. Now they complain that he 
proposes to cut. Thespinners suspect that 
there is an understanding among the yarn 
manufacturers to cut to a rate equal to 
the wages to be paid by New Bedford mills 
that made concessions yesterday. 

A special general meeting was voted for 
next Monday night. It was the opinion 
of the committee that the action accepting 
the reduction will be reconsidered at the 
meeting Monday night. The vote will 
then be on the question of strike

Charles of Isenburg-Birstein, eldest son of 
Arch-Duchess Marie Louise of Austria, 
and a cousin of the Emperor of Austria. 

Miss Pullman’s father only consented to 
his daughter's engagement to the prince 
on condition that her children shall pos- 
sess the full rights of succession to the 
title, dignities and hereditary privileges 
of the house of Isenburg-Birstein. 

According to the Austrian law, how- 
ever, the magnates of the house of Isenburg- 
Birstein must, by formal document, re 
cognize the equality of Mr. Pullman’s 
grandchildren with their own descend- 
ants. If Miss Pullman could obtain the 
title of princess from some foreign court 
this difficulty would be overcome, 

The Crosby Tragedy.

ERROR §N ALCOHOL SCHEDULE 


All That May Be Considered 
at This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The Democrats 


having filled the vacancy in the finance 
committee, yesterday, reported all the ten- 
tative bills, including sugar, with amend- 
ments. In the latter article the differen 
tial duty is eliminated, and isamended so 
as to provide « duty of 40 per cent flat on 
all sugars 

The flnance committee did not report 
back any of the amendments, and several 
senators who had previously given notice 
of amendments reserved them. 

The free coal bill was reported back 
amended soas to provide for reciprocal 
free coal. 

The iron ore bill was reported back with 
out amendment 

The barbed wire fencing bill was 
amended so as to make barbed wire free, 
the house making free only the material 
from which it was made. 

The finance committee decided to report 
these bills yesterday by a strict party vote, 
Mr. White (Dem., Cal.) acting with the 
committee for the first time. The bills 
were sent to the calendar, where they can 
only be called up by a majority vote and 
where they will remain until the Deceim- 
ber session. All the Republican members 
of the committee voted against them. 

The radical reformers, like Mills, Vilas 
and Gray, are not disposed to allow the 
tariff agitation to cease, notwithstanding 
the house has accepted the senate bill. 
They propose to keep it up and carry it 
into the coming fall campaign. 

It is quite certain that the question of 
free sugar will reappear, and it is not im- 
probable that in some form or other it may 
win. The opponents of the Sugar trust in 
the senate seem determined to push that 
issue and get up a revolt against the 
gigantic trust, to which they attribute 
most of their failure to secure a satisfac 
tory tariff reform measure. 

No Further Legislation. 

The Republicans say there will be ne 
more business of importance transacted in 
the senate this session, except, perhaps, 
the passage of the bill correcting the 
alcohol schedule, 

The Republican leaders say this session 
is over, to all intents and purposes, and 
they include in this the makingof speeches 
as well as the passing of bills. 

From the time the senate met yesterday 
until it went into executive session, 
Senator Lindsay of Kentucky was ready 
to make a speech. The Kentucky sen- 
ator desires to defend the action of the 
senate finance committee and the Dem 
ocratic senators who supported them.

But 
these mistakes were made inthe drafting 
of the senate amendments, which, as you 
know, were adopted by the house without 
a stroke of difference. 

“The main error seems to be that dia- 
monds have been placed upon the free list. 
This occurred evidently because the senate 
used a semicolon instead of a colon after 
the word ‘diamonds’ in the free list. Al- 
though it occurred to me, after we had 
copied the item, that a colon was meart, 
we had no authority here to make a 
change, for that would be for us to assume 
the right to legislate.’’

The Japanese Lost Heavily In Two 
Recent Battles. 


ARMIES MARCHING TOWARD SEOUL 


Indications That the Chinese 
Have the Upper Hand. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 22.—General Tio, com- 
mander of the Feng-Tien division of the 
Chinese forces, telegraphs as follows: 

“The Chinese on Friday attacked the 
Japanese forces at Ping-Yang, driving 
them back, with heavy loss, adistance of 11 
miles to Chung-Ho. The Chinese made a 
second attack on Saturday, and drove the 
Japanese from Chung-Ho, which is, now 
in Chinese hands. The Japanese again 
lost heavily on Saturday’s fighting. 
Another great battle is expected soon.” 

Admiral Fremantle, the British com- 
mander, has established the headquarters 
of his fleet provisionally at Che-Foo, whére 
the British, Russian and Italian ministers 
now are. 

The Chinese fleet is enjoying full posses- 
sion of the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. 

The Japanese are re-embarking in num- 
bers of troops at Fusan. Seoul is probably 
their destination. 

Coreans Join Chinese. 

The Chinese force which occupied 
Yashun has evacuated that place and has 
marched eastward in the direction of 
Secul. The force, which is under General 
Yeh, who was falsely reported to have 
been killed in a recent battle, has been 
augmented by the adhesion of sympathiz- 
ing Coreans. The Chinese forces are con 
verging on Ping-Yang. The telegraph 
line at the latter point remains in the pos 
session of the Chinese. 

Nine thousand Japanese troops have 
left Seoul and marched in the direction of 
Ping- Yang. ut 

It is stated that James Wylie, a Presby 
terian missionary, has died from injuries 
received at the hands of Chinese soldiers 
marching in Corea at Liao-Yang, north of 
New-Chwang, China. 

The German fathers of the Catholic 
mission at Si-Ning-Chou, in the southern 
part of the province of Shan-Tung, have 
been captured by banditti and held for 
ransom. A government posse in pursuit 
of the robbers has been unable to capture 
them. 


A Rational Statement. 
CLEVELAND, Aug. 22.—The first con 
vention of the Polish National Chyrch of 
America convened yesterday in Father 
Kolassiewiski’s church in Newburg. The 
seceders from the regular church were of 
such numbers as to fill the large church. 
“We should be Americans for America 
and not for the Roman Catholic church,” 
said Archbishop Vilatte. ‘Our church is 
founded on American principles and 
American power.”’

Saw FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—The singular 
| {International complication$ involving the 
| liberty of General Ezeta and his fellow 
| refugees, which have been so prolific in opera 
| bouffe sensations, developed a new tinge ot 
| conflicting authority yesterday. Warrants 
were finally issued for the arrest of the 
refugees, but they could not be served. * 

United States Marshal Baldwin, armed 
with the authority of the federal courts, 
set out to have the refugees brought 
within the jurisdiction of the law, but he 
ran up against Captain Hawaison, com- 
manding Mare island nayy yard, who de 
clared he had no legal authority to fur 
nish transportation for the marshal, and 
lhe refused to place that official on board 
the Bennington. Without the assistance of 
the navy department, the marshal could 
not reach the gunboat. The law allows 
the marshal but $2 for serving each war 
rant, and under this compensation he 
could not afford to hire a tugboat. 

Furthermore, Captain Thomas of the 
3ennington, has strict orders to receive ho 
board his ship but accredited 
naval officers from Mare island. Under 
these conditions, the United States mar 
shal must have the assistance of the naval 
authorities, if he shall ‘ever arrest the cul 
prits of whom he is in pursuit.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Without even 
waiting for the reading of Wednesday's 
journal the absence of a quotum of sena- 
tors was pointed out yesterday, and the 
senate got into a hard knot, which it was 
impossible tountie.

The Return of the President 


has again aroused interest in the fate of 
the tariff bill. Therumors that he intends 
to veto the measure are being circulated 
with more persistency than apparent 
foundation. These reports have their rise 
principally from two sources, the first 
from leading Republicans in both houses 
of congress, who are anxious to have the 
measure vetoed, and the second eman 
ates from Wall street, and are used there 
for stock-jobbing purposes. 

When the president left Washington for 
Gray Gables, remarked a high official yes- 
terday, it was his purpose to allow the bill 
te become law without his signature, and 
if the president has changed his mind 
since then, none of those who are on in- 
timate terms with him are aware of the 
fact. There are the very best of reasons 
for believing that this change has not oc- 
curred. 

PR pele ant.n, that has taken place through 

secretary of the treasuryand the at- 
= general points to the belief that 
they think the bill is to become a law. 
The fact that the secretary of the treasury 
has written numerous letters to importers 
giving them information as to the effect 
of the proposed measure, is regarded as 
conclusive evidence that the law is to go 
into operation. 

Will Surely Become a Law. 

Those who are supposed to have some 
knowledge of the president's intentions, 
and these include Chairman Wilson, 
Speaker Crisp, Senators Vilas, Mills and 
Gray, feel certain that the bill will become 
alaw. The president may not sign, the 
gehtlemen assert, although this is not re- 
garded as impossible. Hundreds of letters 
have been received by the president from 
prominent Democrats from all over the 
country, urging him to sign the bill. 

Several members of the c@binet who saw 
the president yesterday afterward stated 
their belief that no change had come over 
him during his stay at Buzzard’s Bay, 
Maas., and that he would permit the tariff 
bill to become a law without his signature. 
It is generally thought, however, that the 
president will send a message to the house 
announcing that he has permitted the bill 
to become a law and announcing hs rea- 
sons therefor. 

The house held a session of an hour yes- 
terday. A few bills of local interest were 
passed by unanimous consent. The only 
thing of general importance was the adop- 
tion of a resolution directing the secretary 
of the navy to remove some of the alleged 
defective armor plates from vessels, and 
subject them to the ballistic test at the 
Indian Head proving ground. Mr. Cum- 
mings, the chairman of the committee, 
declared that a point in the investigation 
had been reached where this action was 
necessary.

ALLOWANCE CUT OFF. 


A Decisicn Which Does Not Please 
King Philip Mill Strikers. 


ARBITRATORS AT NEW BEDFORD 


Listen to Both Sides of the 
Strike Question. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 24.— The 
Weavers’ association held a special meet 
ing yesterday afternoon to consider the 
continuance or suspension of the allow 
ance which the striking weavers have been 
drawing for 20 weeks. The meeting was 
very lightly attended. <A delegation of 
the strikers under consideration was al 
lowed to be present, but they were not al 
lowed to vote. 

The sentiment of the members was 
against allowing the King Philip strikers 
any special allowance. They have been 
drawing & each, and every member with 
children has received 50 cents a week for 
each under 10—the money for these allow- 
ances was secured by a special levy of 10 
cents a member. 

When the strikers present understood 
that the feeling was against the contin- 
uance of their allowance they were bitter 
in their denunciation of the members for 
such action. The meeting lasted two 
hours, and the members became much ex- 
cited. The King Philip weavers protested 
against the cutying off of their allowances, 
as their 20 weeks of idleness had given 
them no opportunity to strengthen their 
Own resources, 

The co.vincing argument was that the 
weavers of the several mills that had shut 
down for repairs during the labor diffi 
culty could claim breakdown pay from 
the association during the vacation if the 
King Philip weavers’ allowances were con- 
tinued. The vote was 38 to 15 against con- 
tinuing the allowances until the associa- 
tion should act upon the question at the 
next general meeting, three weeks hence 
The regular allowance for this week will 
be paid 

The shutdown of the mills today 1s 
not attended by any excitement. The 
operatives are accustomed to shutdowns 
because of strikes or depression in busi- 
ness and take them quietly. The streets 
are crowded with idle mill people, but 
they have more the appearance of people 
on a holiday than of people out of work 

There is a gencral hope among the man- 
ufacturers as well as among the opera- 
tives that the shutdown will by the at- 
tendant curtailment improve the market, 
and so render the reduction in wages un 
necessary When the mills finally start up 
again.

Boston, Aug. 24.—In the Lowell general 
hospital in the city of Lowell there lies at 
the point of death &@ woman who, for her 
whole life long, has been a victim of klep- 
tomania.

A FALL OF COAL 
Released Gas, Which Became Ignited and 
Caused 2 Serious Accident. 

ASHLAND, Pa., Aug. 25.—Two men were 
killed and 11 injured by an explosion 
of gasinthe Gilberton colliery, near this 
city, yesterday afternoon. The explosion 
was primarily caused by a fall of coal, 
which became dislodged by the mining op- 
erations. This released an immense vol- 
ume of gas, and at the same time forced it 
along the gangways to a distance of more 
than 1000 yards, stifling and choking the 
miners as it swept along. 

Finally it reached a gang of miners 
who were working with naked lamps, and 
instantly ignited. An explosion, which 
shook the earth and was heard by the 
people in their homes above, followed 
Flames and smoke burst from the mouth 
of the pit, and inside and outside there 
were of frantic terror. The im- 
prisoned and burning miners forgot their 
pain in an agony of terror, and their wives 
and children rushed to the scene, shrick- 
ing with fear and despair. 

Rescuing parties were quickly organized, 
and the men were brought to the surface 
as rapidly as possible. A temporary hos- 
pital was erected and medical attendance 
yreeured, the injured being removed 
er to their homes or to permanent hos- 
as their sufferings were 
somewhat alleviated.

'§ SLOW BUT SURE. 


The Improvement In Business Not In- 
clined to Be Flighty. 


INCREASED DEMAND FOR GOODS. 


Small Corn Crop Will Affect 
Prices of Meat. 


New York, Aug. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Changes 
during the past week have not been defl 
hite nor very important. As the presi- 
dent's final decision regarding the new 
tariff is assumed, but not yet clearly 
known, part of the hesitation which ap- 
pears may be attributed to the lingering 
uncertainty which must soon terminate. 

Other conditions, if not entirely favora- 
ble, have at least not changed for the 
worse during the past week. The injury 
to corn is less than many apprehended, but 
is still believed to have reduced the yield 
wbout 500,000,000 bushels. The strike of 
coke workers and coal miners has ended, 
and while the lockout of cotton operatives 
is important, it affects the earnings and 
livelihood of a much smaller number. 

The business so long delayed by tariff 
uncertainties begins to come forward, so 
that transactions in many departments 
are larger than of late, and on the whole 
larger than at the time of especial stagna- 
tion last year, but it is still too soon to 
determine how far the satisfaction of 
postponed demands will set idle hands at 
work or raise transactions toward the 
normal volume. But it isa healthy sign 
that the gain thus far is gradual and not 
spasmodic or flighty in appearance. 

Boots and Shoes Are Booming. 

In all the great industries some increase 
in demand for products has appeared, and 
the boot and shoe trade continues to lead 
others in recovery, as shipments from the 
east not only exceed last year’s largely, 
but surpass those in Augustof previous 
years. Economy appears here in purchases 
of cheaper qualities, rather than in pur- 
chases of fewer pairs or cases, and the de 
mand is largely forspeedy delivery, reflect 
ing unusual reduction of stocks.

Diadem on actual time. There was too 
much wind for the Cutty Lark and Cupid, 
the water was also beginning to get hubbly. 

The next came the fourth class or 
knockabouts. They did not withdraw 
owing to the heavy wind. It was just 
what they were looking for. The Spinster 
got over the line first and showed the way 
over the whole course to the other three 
boats. The Nike came in second. 

But the interest of the spectators and 
yachtmen centered in the fifth class, for 
Hanley had come up from Monument 
Beach to bring Fanny Davenport’s Cleo- 
patra around from South Duxbury to race 
against the crack flyers’s, Magpie, Opeechee 
and Arab. The Cleopatra is a curious 
looking craft, having an extremely long 
overhanging bow and stern. Although a 
cat boat her mast was stayed up with 
shrouds, preventer back stays and a bob 
stay. Hanley was at the helm. At the 
start the Arab crossed the line first, with 
the Cleopatra second, Magpie third, and 
Joker fourth. The Cleopatra soon took 
the lead and passed the other boats as 
though they were atanchor. She fivished 
in 8 minutes 1 second ahead of the Mag- 
pie. She actually almost left the other 
flyers hull down, in fact would have if the 
course had been a straight one. The 
astonishment among the old skippers and 
yachtsman when they realized what had 
taken place is indescribable. The Joker 
was dismasted and towed to Hull and the 
Smoke sprung her new mast. 

When the sixth class was started there 
was considerable excitement caused by the 
Mab fouling the sloop Electra and spliting 
her silk sail which broke her mast.

BILLS OF IMPORTANCE 


| Which Have Been Acted Upon by 


Congress During the Past Month. 


PECULIAR 


No More Busihess to Be Done 
at This Session. 


A FEW INCIDENTS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—The last month 
of the present session of congress, except- 
tng the 10 days during which the tariff bill 
has been in the president’s hands, has been 
fairly productive of general legislation. 

All of the appropriation bills have be- 
come laws. The general deficiency and 
sundry civil bills were both signed late in 
the session. The latter measure embraces 
two important pieces of legislation—the 
appropriation of $200,000 for a government 
exhibit at the cotton states exposition to 
be held at Atlanta, and the cession to each 
of the arid land states and the states which 
may be formed from the territories of 
1,000,000 acres each of desert lands for 
reclamation. 

The bill to subject to state and mu- 
nicipal taxation national bank notes and 
United States treasury notes, under the 
same provisions by which gold, silver and 
other money is taxed, became a law on the 
13th. It is left optional with the states, 
however, to tax those exempted forms of 


| Money. 


Among the acts of the session relating

AMONG THE MISS" NG. 


freditors of Kraus Bros. Said to Have 
Been Cheated Out of $75,000. 

New YORK, Aug. 27.—Benjamin and 
Morris Kraus, constituting the firm of 
Bros., dealers in horses, carriages 
.s in Brooklyn and New York, 
are missing, leaving their creditors to 
mourn their loss. It is said that they 
have disposed of nearly $75,000 worth of 
goods, secured for the most part on four 
months’ time, and have decamped with the 
proceeds. 

The Krauses were horse dealers in 
Brooklyn for many years, and had estab- 
lished a good financial reputation. Dur- 
ing the past year they decided to extend 
the scope of their operations and opened a 
carriage and harness store in Brooklyn, 
aad also one in this city. They then laid 
inlarge stocks of carriages, wagons and 
harnesses on four months’ credit. They 
bought from city dealers and from others 
all over the country. 

This stock was disposed of at auction, 
cut rates or any other way to get rid of it 
on acash basis. Most of their notes fell 
due Aug. 1, and they still had about $20,000 
worth of stock. They asked for and se- 
cured a loan of $5000 from Bloomingdale 
Bros. of this city and gave a chattel 
mortgage for $11,000 to cover this loan and 
back rent. Since then they have not been 
seen, ‘ 

Many of the creditors have placed their 
claims with lawyers for collection. Several 
replevins have been made on the remain- 
ing stock.

PRESIDENT EXPLAINS 


Why He Did Not Affix His Signature 
to the Tariff Bill. 


THE MACHINATIONS OF TRUSTS 


Barred the Progress of Honest 
Tariff Reform. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The president 
yesterday sent the following letter to 
Representative Catchings of Mississippi, 
who consented to its publication in view 
of its public character and importance:

When the formulation of legislation which 
was hoped wc uld embody Demccrat.c ideas of 
tariff reform was lately ente ‘ed upon by the 
co gr ss. ro hing wa; fur hor from my an- 
te painthan a resvelt wiich I could no 
prlorp yand<¢nthusiasticaliy enlorss. It is, 
therefore, with a feeling of tle utmo:t disap. 
pointmeat that I submit a de tial to this privi 
lege. 

Ido not claim to be better than the masses 
of my party, nor dol wish to avoid any re 
sponsibility which, on account of the pas.age 
o! this law, I ought to bear as a member of the 
Democratic organization. Neither will I per 
mit myself to be separated from my party to 
such an extent as might be implicd by my 
veto of the tariff lezislation, which, though 
disappointing, is still chargeable to Democratic 
effort. 

But there are provisions in this bill which 
are not in line with honest tariff reform, and 
it contains inconsistencies and crudities 
which ought not to appear in the tarif 
or laws of any kind. Besides there were 
you and I well know, incidents accompanying

' Editorial Comment, 


That is an absurd report which comes 
from Quincy to the effect that the increase 
in the tax rate of that city this year is 
chiefly due to the withdrawal of valuable 
lands from taxation through taking them 
for park purposes by the metropolitan 
park commission. As the land thus taken 
lies entirely in the Blue Hills, and is wild 
and of little value, such action cannot 
have affected the tax rate to any material 
extent,—Herald. 

Not as absurd as it might be, neighbor. 
Perhaps it is putting it too strong to say 
the increase is chiefly due to the park 
takings, but it is quite a factor, as a few 
figures will show, Every ward in the city 
(except Ward Four from which the land 
was taken) shows a large increase in valua- 
tion of real estate, and the presence of the 
reservation did not enhance the value one 
dollar. While the real estate of Ward 
Four increased in value in 1893 over 
$100,000, this year there is a loss of nearly 
$100,000, a difference of $200,000. The 
other five wards of the city increased in 
value of real estate $563,020, and had Ward 
Four (the largest ward) done as well as 
usual the total increase in real estate 
would have been over $670,000. The total 
increase in valuation of the city for 1894 
was $181,205. Will anybody pretend that 
had the increase been over twice as large it 
would not have had any material effect. 
The sum of $200,000 may not play 
much of a part in a large city like 
Boston, but it does in a city with a valua- 
tion of $16,000,000. Not only does Quincy 
sustain this loss annually, but its tax rate 
for the next 50 years is likely to be about 
fifty cents larger because of the assessment 
for reservations. An assessment of $8000 
annually requires a levy of about fifty cents 
per $1,000. It should be remembered that 
about 2,529 1-2 acres of land were taken 
from Quincy for the Blue Hills reservation, 
where less that 9,000 acres were assessed in 
the whole city. 


Now THAT the Somerville Journal has

In the pastsix years the city has grown 
even faster than in the previous decade, the 
percent, of increase being over 72 per cent. 
It would have been even larger but for the 
hard times this year, and the fact that 
there have been large takings of taxable 
lands for the Blue Hill reser.ations, the 
playgrounds in each ward, the new High 
school, etc. The removal of Charles 
Francis Adanis from the city has also been 
a severe blow, as he took with him about 
$150,000 of personal property and a fifth 
interest in the Adams Real Estate Trust. 

The value of the real estate has in- 
creased in ten years from $6,532,795 to 
$14,088,175, and bas more than doubled in 
eight years. The increase has been both 
in land and buildings, a great many new 
houses having been built, as the LEDGER 
will show ina few days when the Asses- 
sors complete their table of aggregates ; 
probably 1,30 in the last eight years, 
making the total about 3,500, against 
1,753 in 1880. 

With two exceptions, the real estate of 
each ward has increased in value each year 
since 1889. Ward Two in 1891 and Ward 
Four this year reported losses, 

The land of Ward One is by far the 
most valuable, in fact is nearly equal to 
tbat of the two next largest. 

The Wollaston ward is a good second in 
value of real estate, although the West 
Quincy ward held that place up to 1891. 
The Atlantic ward passed the Quincy 
Point ward in 1893, and with another such 
gain as this year will pass Ward Three 
and Four next year. The value of land in 
Ward Two is now less than in any other | 
ward of the city. 

In personal estate Ward One is also de- 
cidedly in the lead, having nearly one-half 
the total. The other Wards rank in this | 
order:—Three, Four, Two, Five and Six, 


the Atlantic valuation being very small. | 


In totals it will be seen that the Centre | 
Ward pays over one-third the total tax, a| 
fact that should be remembered when any- 
one claims that Ward One gets more 
than its share of the improvements. The 
Wollaston Ward pays very nearly one-sixth 
while Ward Four, which is said to get all 
the improvements pays less than one- 
seventh of the taxes,

Drought tn New England Continues 
to a Serious Extent. 


GENERAL FROST IN LOWLANDS 


Did Some Damage to Tender 
Crops In Southern States. 


Aug. 28—The New England 
weather service issues the following 
weather-crop bulletin for the week end- 
ing Aug. 27, 1804. 

Moderate showers fell over the greater 
part of New England on Monday, the 20th, 
though the heaviest fall, as reported in the 
bulletin of last week, was in the immedi 
ate vicinity of Boston. During the weck 
only very light showers have fallen on the 
extreme southern coast and in northern 
New Hampshire and Maine. The showers 
anddew have revived conditions a little in 
Connecticut, but in most of central and 
western Massachusetts and in Vermont 
and New Hampshire the drought condi- 
tions are every day growing more serious. 

A general frost prevailed in the lowlands 
on the morning of the 22nd, doing some 
damage to tendercrops in the southern 
states rather more than inthe northern 
sections. On the morning of the 27th a 
frost occurred in Vermont and New 
Hampshire that did considerable damage 
in places. The weather bureau station at 
Northfield recorded a minimum of 82°, 
while in other places the thermometer fell 
lower than that. The greatest damage 
was donein the valleys inthe highland 
districts of these two states. 

Complaints of Potato Rusting. 

Mostly favorable conditions have pre- 
vailed in Maineduring the week, although 
itis getting dry, and the het weather of 
the last of the week was injurious to pota- 
toes. Potatoes are rusting badly in the 
vicinity of Caribou, Aroostook county. 
They are turning out well where being 
dug in Washington, Kennebec, Penobscot 
and Piscataquis counties. There are many 
rotting in Kennebec county. Pumpkins 
and squashes will not be abundant. Ap- 
ples are growing well, though many have 
fallen from the trees in central counties. 
Fall feed is good in most places and 
pastures hold out well. Corn is pushing 
to maturity very fast

Continued Lack of Moisture. 

The drought continues to serious extent 
in New Hampshire, and all crops are suf- 
fering very much. Some report that not 
for years have the springs been so low as 
now. Cornisdoing very well, except on 
dry land; late planted, for fodder, is not 
growing well. Feed is very poor in pas- 
tures, and there the mowed flelds have 
started very little. 

There has been little grass seed sown yet 
this summer, as all are waiting for rain. 
Grain is threshing out rather light in 
Grafton and Belknap counties. The 
drought issaffecting the fruit on the trees, 
as much is dropping, and that remaining 
grows very slowly. Beans that were not 
ripe are drying up. Light damage by the 
frost of the 22nd, but considerable in moun- 
tain valleys on the 27th. Some pieces of 
potatoes are dead with rust in Coos county, 
but no rot has been reported. 

Apples and Tobacce Doing Well. 

A week of sunshine and drying weather 
has prevailed in Vermont. Crops are suf- 
fering in most sections for want of rain, 
pastures are getting dry and streams low- 
ering rapidly. No damage of any amount 
is reported from the of the 22nd in 
this stats The sunshine is coloring up 
the apples well, and much grain is being 
harvested in northern counties with the 
fine weather. 

Fall apples are very plenty. Tobacco is 
being harvested in Windham county and 
very good. Squashes and pumpkins 
promise a small crop. The corn crop is 
maturing rapidly and is a fine growth, 
with well-filled cars. being 
filled. In Windsor county the potatoes 
are pronounced a very good crop, and as 
far as dug are very 5s factory; they are 
light in northern counties.

M'KINLEY BILL DEAD. 


The New Democratic Bill Became a 
Law at Midnight. 


ONE SECTION IS BADLY MIXED. 


An Easy Matter to Evade the 
Tax on Alcohol. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—At 12 o'clock 
wast night the McKinley tariff law, which 
had been in operation since Oct. 30, 1890, 
practically four years, died on the statute 
books, and the new Democratic tariff bill, 
passed by the Fifty-third congress, became 
a law without the signature of Pzesident 
Cleveland. 

The constitutional period of 10 days al- 
lowed the president to consider the biH 
expired with the midnight hour, and ac- 
cording to the terms of the constitution, 
the president having failed to return the 
bill to congress with or without his ap- 
proval, it became a law. 

The placing of the bill on the statute 
books ended one of the longest and most 
Temarkable struggles in the history of the 
government. It was practically a year ago 
that the preparation of the new tariff law 
was commenced. The extraordinary ses- 
sion of congress was called Aug. 7, 1893, 
for the purpose of repealing the Sherman 
silver purchasing law. 

Started In at Once. 

Two weeks later the ways and means 
committee of the house, with Mr. Wilson 
of West Virginia as chairman, was ap- 
pointed, and almost immediately the work 
of framing the Democratic tariff reform 
measure began. Months were spent in its 
preparation, and it was not reported until 
after the holidays during the regular 
session beginning in December. 

For three weeks it was debated in the 
house, passing that body on Jan. 29 by a 
vote of 204 to 140. Seventeen house Demo- 
crats voted against it. The bill went to 
the senate, after being considered until 
March 20, and was reported, greatly 
changed from the house bill. The debate, 
which began in the senate April 2, lasted 
until July 3, when the bill passed by a 
rote of 30 to 34. 

The crisis occurred when the bill reached 
conference. On Aug. 13 the house yielded 
and accepted the senate billin toto. In 
five days afterwards it went to the presi- 
dent, and at the expiration of the constitu- 
tional 10 days (Sunday is not counted) 
it became alaw without Mr. Cleyeland’s 
signature. 

The Alcohol Tax, 

There seems to be serious doubt enter- 
tained as to whether or not the treasury 
| officials will be able to carry into effect the 
section of the new tariff bill making alco- 
hol used in the arts free of internal rev 
enue tax 

Section 61 of the act provides that any 
manufacturer finding it necessary to use 
alcoholinthe arts or any medicinal or 
like compound may use the same under 
regulations to be prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury and on satisfying the 
| collector of internal revenue for the dis- 
trictin which he resides or carries on 
business that he has complied with such 
regulations and has used such alcohol 
therein, exhibiting and delivering up the 
stamps which show that a tax has been 
| paid thereon, shall be entitled to receive 
| from the treasury a rebate or repayment 
| of the tax so paid. 
| There are approximately 200,000 drug- 
| 
' 


gists in the United States who use alcohol 
to some extent in the manufacture of com- 
pounds of various kinds, and this number, 
| it is believed, would be increased from 50 
| to 100 per cent under a liberal application 
of this provision of the act. 
Another Hitch. 

While the law provides that manufact- 
| urers may useit free of tax under regula- 
tions prescribed by the secretary, no ap 


_ | propriation is made to carry the provision 


j into effect, and itis argued that it would 
) require a small army of revenue agents to 
| prevent fraud upon the government and 
| the loss of millions of revénue to it from 
the operations of unscrupulous persons. 
Under these circumstances, it is be- 
j lieved that the secretary will find it prac- 
tically impossible to enforce the law, and 
will therefore refrain from issuing any 
regulations on the subject, at least until 
congress, which reassembles in December, 
} shall make sufficient appropriations for 
the carrying out of the provision.

REVIEWED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Over a Hundred Thousand 
People Saw the Show. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The feature of 
the Pythian encampment was the grand 
parade of the united uniform rank yester- 
day afternoon, 15,000 knights being in 
line. The ay ession was more than two 
hours passir presidential reviewing 
stand. Pennsylvaniaavenue was crowded 
with more than 100,000 people, a large pro 
pont ion of them being visitors from out of 
the city. 

The president reviewed the procession 
from a small stand erected on the curb 
just in front of the White House. <A few 
minutes after 4 o'clock he emerged from 
the executive mansion in company with 
Colonel Kaloe, chief of staff, representing 
the Knights of Pythias, and Colonel Wil- 
son. The procession was greeted with 
cheers by a crowd of several hundred 
people assembled about the entrance of the 
White House 

Mr. Cleveland walked slowly to the 
western gate and thence along the side 
walk, whict h had been enclosed by ropes, 
tothe stand. As he stood up the crowd 
broke into cheers and handclapping, which 
continued for several minutes, while the 
object of their attention removed his hat 
and bowed his acknowledgements. 

Then ensued a rather disagreeable wait 
for the procession, which was late. The 
president seated himself and waited pa- 
tiently for fully 20 minutes before the 
head of the line appeared. “hen he arose,

WANT TO GET BACK. 


Expelled Knights Invoke the Law’s 
Aid to Secure Their “Rights.” 


AN INTERESTING FAMILY ROW 


In Which the Chief Officials 
Figure Very Prominently. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—John O'Keefe, 
A. H. P. Leuf and Patrick O'’Donohue, 
members of local assembly No. 6401 of the 
Knights of Labor, began proceedings yes- 
terday in the common pleas courts of this 
city against General Master Workman 
James R. Sovereign, Secretary Treasurer 
John W. Hayes, Henry B. Martin and 
Charles A. French, the general executive 
board of the Knights; Henry C. Traph- 
agen and William O. Begley, to compel 
the board to reinstate them as members of 
the order. 


GENERAL MASTER WORKMAN SOVEREIGN, 
The suit grows out of the dissensions i 
which district assembly No. 1 has been in 


volved for months past. The bill says 
that ata meeting on Aug. 7 Traphagen, 
who was district master workman and 
chairman of the district assembly meet- 
ings, obstructed business by refusing to 
entertain regular motions, appeals, ete. 
Finding that they could do nothing while 
this action continued, the members of the 
district assembly, by unanimous vote, de- 
posed Traphagen, who then tried to re 
move the charter, but was prevented. 

On Aug. 15, it is set out, Traphagen is 
sued a call for a meeting of district assem- 
bly No. 1 on Aug. 19. At this were 
present Sovereign, McGuire and several 
other members of the general executive 
board, but the complainants and other 
delegates of the district assembly 

Refused to Recognize It 
asalegal meeting. Sovereign removed 
the presiding officer and attempted to pre- 
side himself and to induce the delegates to 
consent to the formation of a meeting. 
They, however, refused and there was n¢ 
meeting 

In consequence of this the general execu- 
tive board, on Aug 20, expelled the com- 
plainants. On that day Traphagen called 
another meeting of alleged irregular dis- 
trict assembly No. 1, and had himself 
elected representative of district assembly 
No.1. Atamecting of the local assem- 
blies composing the district, on Aug. 20, 
at which a majority was present, O'Keefe 
was elected representative 

On Aug. 18, itis then recited, O'Keefe, 
Leuf and O'’Donohue each received a 
communication from the general executive 
board notifying them to appear ats o'clock 
that night to answer certain charges which 
had been preferred against them. As the 
letters were not delivered until late that 
night, however, it was impossible for 
them to appear 

On the 20th they received letters notifying 
them of their expulsion from the order on 
charges of “unknightly conduct.” It is 
alleged that the suspension and expulsion 
are illegal and for the purpose of prevent- 
ing O'Keefe from asserting his rights as 
representative, and of forcing on the dis- 
trict assembly, in his place, Traphagen, 
with whose election the general executive 
board is said to be in sympathy. 


Germany Is Dissatisfied. 

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—The new American 
tariff law gives umbrage in Germany, es- 
pecially the provision which increases the 
duty on sugar from countries giving 
bounties. This change is felt more keenly 
here, as the amount of increase is the same 
for all bounty-giving countries, regardless 
of the amount of the bounties.

LIMIT ALMOST REACHED. 


Season Has Been Profitable to Legitimate 
Sealers and Poachers Alike, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Letters were re- 


ceived yesterday at the treasury depart- 


ment from Assistant Secretary Hamlin 
and Captain Hooper of the “Rush.” The 
letters, which are dated St. Paul’s island, 
Aug. 6, state that the assistant secretary, 
who has been ona tour of inspection to the 
Pribylov islands, expects to reach Port 
Townsend on Sept. 5 and Washington 
about 10 days later. 

Captain Cooper, in his letter, says that 
the North American Commercial com- 
pany has already taken about 16,000 seal- 
skins, and itis the expectation that 1000 
additional will be taken before the season 
closes, This would indicate that author- 
ity has been given the company to take 
the maximum number (20,000) of skins, 
conditionally granted by the secretary be- 
fore the season opened. 

Captain Hooper also says that there are 
many poachers in the Behring sea, all 
srmed with spears, and it is assumed that 
they have had a profitable season, as the 
weather has been favorable. Reports from 
the Yukon river show that a great mining 
boom is in progressin that region. The 
sum of $100,000 in gold nuggets is now at 
Ounalaska awaiting shipment to San Fran- 
cisco. Miners in large numbers are going 
into the country from Sitka and Southern 
Alaska. 


A PENNSYLVANIA MYSTERY. 


The Only Person Who Can Unravel It 
Left For Parts Unknown, 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 80. — The police of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny are searching for 
fra Hook, who is wanted to unravel the 
mystery surrounding the death of Mrs. 
Jennie Blair, aged 19 years. Mrs. Blair 
lived near Hoboken, a suburb of Pittsburg. 

On Monday evening she left her home 
to go to the postoffice, a mile away. Sey- 
eral hours later she was found lying un- 
conscious in the road, while Hook was 
standing near byin a dazed condition. 
Hook explained that they had been driv- 
ing. He dropped his whip and got out of 
the buggy to recover it. The horse then 
ran away and Mrs. Blair was thrown out. 

The woman was taken to the hospital, 
where she died. The woman's pocketbook 
containing $16 and the letters she had 
started to mail were missing, and no clew 
can be found to the horse and buggy, 
either before or after the alleged runaway. 
Hook has disappeared.

The police say they have found 
the place where the gaspipe was secured 
and the name of the man who procured it. 
The powder used is also accounted for. It 
looks as though an arrest will be made 
s00n. 


The Vanderbilt Row. 

NEw York, Aug. 30.—The World says 
that the rupture in the domestic relations 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt has 
reached the point of a separation, with 
talk of adivorce.

Will Quincy Dealers Get Caught ? 

The Cleveland tariff law imposes a two 
cent revenue tax on every pack of playing 
manufactured, removed, or in 
the stock of any dealer after August 1.

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NEW CAUCUS ACT. 


Shall the City of Quincey Weonle Polling 
j Places and Ballots 
Unless the provisions of the new caucus 
act of 1894 are accepted caucuses will be 
held under the Acts of 1893. Should the 
| Act of this year be accepted the city 
council shall, at the expense of the city 
provide polling places, and in case of a city, 
not less than one for each ward, and shall 
in the city of Boston, and in other cities 
and towns wherever the provisions of this 


caucuses in the city of Boston shall be 
adopted by a political party as hereinafter 
provided, prepare the with booths 
registering ballot boxes, guard rails and the 
like, in the same manner in which they are 
arranged for state elections. 

Under the new act names 
placed before a caucus by nomination 
papers, and a ballot prepared and supplied 
by the City Clerk. 

Section 36 provides how the act may be 
accepted and reads : 

In any city after the passage of this act 
the city committee of any political party 
shall, at the written request of fifty voters, 
members of said party, call a caucus or 
caucuses of said party for the purpose of 
voting upon the question whether the pro- 
visions of this act as applied tothe methods 
of holding caucuses in the city of Boston 
shall be adopted by said political party in 
said city. The notice of said caucus or 
caucuses shall state the day, the place and 
the hour, not earlier than six o’clock in 
the evening and not later than half past 
seven o'clock in the evening, of holding 
said caucus or caucuses, and shall be issucd 
at least seven days prior to the day named 
for said caucus or caucuses and shall be 
published not less than twice in one or 
more local newspapers, and shall be posted 
in at least five public places in each ward. 
The polls at said caucus or caucuses shall 
be kept open at least one hour, if said 
political party shall, by a majority of the 
votes cast at said caucus or Caucuses, vote 
to adopt the provisions of this act as ap- 
plied to the method of holding caucuses in 
the city of Boston, nomination papers, bal-

INRAT-TRAP AMBUSH | 


Dutch Troops Were Mowed Down by 
the Balinese Natives. 


OVER FIVE HUNDRED MEN LOST. 


Hollanders Are Excited Over 
the Severe Reverses. 


THE HaGvE, Aug. 30.—Late advices re 
ceived from Lombok say that the attacks 
upon the different columns of Dutch 
troops were the result of a preconcerted 
plan upon the part of the leading native 
chiefs of the Balinese natives. 

Colonel Vanpabst’s column, after seeing 
the promises of the chief executed, was re 
turning to Tjakra Negara, when it was at 
tacked while fording the river Babak by 
the Balinese, whose hostility was unex 
pected. The column only succeeded in re 
gaining the road to Tjakra Negara after 
sharp fighting and heavy loss. 

After a harassing retreat the Vanpabst 
column was approaching Tjakra Negara 
without seeing any further signs of the 
enemy, when suddenly, from the walls of 
that place, from every loophole and every 
point of vantage, a hailstorm of bullets was 
poured into the column of Dutch troops. 

The latter were completely taken by sur- 
prise and began to falter. ‘’o make mat- 
ters worse, the Balinese had no sooner 
opened fire upon the head of the column, 
than its rear was also exposed to a terrible 
rifle fire. Thus the advance and the re- 
treat of the column were alike cut off and 
impossible. 

The Dutch troops were completely 
caught ina rat-trap ambush, and had it 
not been that nightfall came to their as 
sistance, there is little doubt that the en 
tire detachment 

Would Have Been Massacred. 
It was under the cover of darkness a few 
bodies of exhausted soldiers, many of 
them badly wounded, succeeded in reach 
ing Ampenan. 

The Balinese capured a quantity of arms, 
ammunition and provisions in these en 


gagements and also captured the guns 
and effects of General Van Han's force, 
they having been abandoned in order to 


save the wounded.

AGAINST LYNCHING. 


Boston Colored People Would Have Con- 
gress Look Into the Matter, 

Boston, Aug. 30.—Faneuil hall, tho his- 
toric “Cradle of Liberty,” in which time 
and again has resounded in no uncertain 
tone the voice of freedom, was the scene of 
an assemblage of colored people, last night, 
who by resolutions and speeches uttered 
their protest against the lynching of col- 
ored people in the south. William Lloyd 
Garrison and Rey. Dr. Miner received 4 
perfect ovation and three cheers before 
they could be heard. 

The lynching of negroes by lawless 
mobs without atrial by judge and jury 
was denounced by all the speakers. They 
declared that the prejudice against the 
colored race was the sequel of the de- 
cense of slavery; that the colored man 
and woman were tolerated as menials, 
but when they showed a disposition to 
rise above the station that the white race 
in the south had set up for them they were 
treated inhumanly and with indignity. 

It was claimed that the colored people 
had always been foremost in the ranks for 
the protection of the country, and that 
there never was a more loyal or braver 
body of men in the war ef secession than 
they. The churches were condemned for 
not protesting against the barbarity with 
which the colored nen were treated in the 
south, and encomiums were given to Miss 
Ida Wells for her crusade in London. 

One of the speakers said that President 
Cleveland had not hesitated to send the 
United States troops to defend freight cars 
and their contents in the Chicago strike, 
yet never had any president ever ordered 
out the troops to defend helpless women 
and children who were attacked by mobs 
for deeds which they had never committed. 

Resolutions were adopted asking con- 
gress to have appointed a commission to 
investigate the lynchings within the past 
10 years, and to report its findings to con- 
gress. 


BRUNEAU EXECUTED. 


Mob of Eight Thousand Saw the Clergy- 
man’s Head Lopped Off. 

LAVAL, Aug. 30.—Abbe Bruneau was 
executed at 5 o’clock this morning. He 
awoke when the officers entered his cell to 
tell him it was the time to prepare for the 
execution. When he was dressed the con- 
demned man heard mass and received 
communion. He prayed the pardon of 
God and man for any faults he might have 
committed, and also asked that the clergy 
might pardon him for breaking his vows 
of chastity. He then informed the at- 
tendants that he was ready. He showed 
great coolness until he arrived at the foot 
of the scaffold, when his fortitude seemed 
to leave him. Bruneau protested his in- 
nocence. Eight thousand people wit 
nessed the execution, amid brutal rejoic 
ings

FIGHTING AT SAMOA. 


Warships Forcibly Interfere In the 
Row Among: the Natives. 


REBEL CHIEFS RECCIVED WARNING. 


It Was Unheeded and a Bom- 
bardment Followed. 


APIA, Aug. 15.—The ships of Great 
Britain and Germany have at last taken 
action with a view to ending the native 
disturbances which have heretofore ap- 
peared to be interminable. Twoskirmishes 
had taken place between the warring 
tribes, resulting in the killing of eight or 
10 natives and the wounding of many 
more, and besides, the natives had become 
short of food, not having planted or looked 
after their crops, and they had taken to 
stealing from foreigners throughout the 
island. 

Their mode of living has produceda 
great deal of illness, much suffering and 
many deaths, so that in the interests of 
common humanity interference by the 
powers became absolutely mecessary. 
Something had to be done to put a stop to 
the so-called warfare. It was with this end 
in view that the diplomatic and naval 
officials held several conferences. The 
ultimate result was a resolution to notify 
the rebels that they must disperse from 
their fortified stronghold at La ‘Tuanua or 
suffer a shelling from the guns of the war- 
ships. 

La Tuanua Shelled. 

On Friday, Aug. 10, the British warship 
Curacoa and the German warship Buzzard 
left Avia for La Tuanua. Arrived there 
the rebel chiefs were called on board the 
gunboats and informed their stronghold 
would be bombarded at 9 o'clock the 
following morning. During Friday night, 
however, the rebels evacuated the place. 

On Saturday morning the fortifications 
were shelled by the warships, and all but 
destroyed. The king’s warriors had been 
sent overland to co-operate with the gun- 
boats in the attack on the rebels. When 
the bombarding gunners had finished their 
work King Malietoa’s warriors were sig- 
nalled to advance and occupy the deserted 
position. 

Before these warriors evacuated La 
Tuanua they svt fire to all the hutsin the 
vicinity, as well as their forts, the destruc- 
tion of which the bombarders finished, 
and destroyed all the bread fruit trees 
which were growing near. The naval au- 
thorities again communicated with the 
rebel chiefs, and ordered them to disperse 
and surrender their rifles. Instead of 
obeying the mandate, however, the rebels 
moved off toward Satuafata, which is less 
than 15 miles from Apia, and it was de- 
cided to again advance upon them. 

Rebels Determined to Fight. 

On Sunday morning the rebels and the 
king’s warriors, who numbered fully 600, 
came together at Lufilufi. The rebels 
made an attack and killed and wounded 
several of Malictoa’s men. During all of 
Sunday there was desultory fighting, and 
the naval commanders resolved tg again 
attack the rebels and deal with them sum- 
marily. - ‘ 

Early on Monday morning, Aug. 13, the 
Curacoa and Buzzard changed their posi- 
tions and again opened fire on the rebels, 
killing and tnjuring a large number. 
Simultaneously the king’s warriors at- 
tacked them on shore. In the fight the 
king lost six killed and several wounded. 
Atthis writingitisimpossible to ascer- 
tain a reliable estimate of the rebel loss, 
but it is known to have been heavy. 

The Curacoa commander was eager to 
catch the mail steamer Mariposa that he 
might report the result of his operations 
to the British government. The Buzzard 
remained at the scene of action to receive 
the rifles from the rebels and see that they 
carried out their promises. 

Another Battle. 

Great was the surprise of the commander 
of the Caracoa when at midnight last 
night the Buzzard signalled that Chief 
Tamahez, leader of the Aana rebels, had 
joined the Atau party with over 400 Aana 
men, and that these combined forces had 
attacked the king’s warriors. Throughout 
the night the roar of the Buzzard’s guns 
could be heard. 

This morning the Curacoa got under 
way again and left for the scene of the 
trouble. Captain Gibson left determined 
to demand complete surrender of the 
rebels, and unless the rebels are submis- 
sive the slaughter will undoubtedly be 
terrible, as his gunners will fire to kill. 

It is now certain that unless vigorous 
measures are takan, the position of the 
foreigners here will be critical. At the 
hour of the sailing of the Mariposa it is re- 
ported the rebels have made complete sur- 
render, but the rumor lacks confirmation.

Delay Is Dangerous, 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Aug. 31.—The over- 
seers of the poor have pronounced the 
almshouse buildings veritable fire-traps 
and breeders of disease. The city council 
is condemned in immeasureable terms for 
its neglect in the matter. It is probable 
that steps will immediately be taken to 
erect new buildings.

To Meet at Chattanooga. 
CHATTANOOGA, Aug. 31.—This city has 
been officially selected as the place of meet- 
ing for the next biennial international 
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COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 


Overshadowed by @ Plan Which Works 
Easily and Yields Good Results. 


Boston, Aug. 31.--Compulsory arbitra 
tion is a prolific theme for writers on 
sociology and kindred topiss. The plan 
bas many advocates and as many Oppo- 
nents, the main argument of the latter 
being that it proposes an invasion of per- 
sonal liberty. It is generally conceded 
that if, without infringing upon constitu- 
tional rights, labor difficulties could be 
adjusted through the intervention of the 
law, it would eliminate much that is now 
deplored in the frequent strifes between 
labor and capital. Richard P. Barry of 
the state board of arbitration favors 4 plan 
which he describes as follows: 

“Phe plan isin operation in nearly all 
the shoe factories, and has worked admi- 
rably. Its more extensive adoption would, 
in my opinion, greatly lessen the number 
of strikes. When an employe enters the 
service of a firm he is required to sign an 
agreement. This agreement, which isa 
perfectly fair one, provides that all differ- 
ences shall be settled by arbitration. The 
employer and employe bind themselves in 
this manner to the end that they both 
may benefit thereby. 

“When differences arise, a conference 
follows, and if the result of this talk on 
the question in dispute is unsatisfactory, 
the matter, as per agreement, is submitted 
to the state board of arbitration for ad- 
justment. This plan has worked satisfao- 
torily, and in none of the factories where 
it isin force has there ever been a serious 
rupture. 

“The idea contained in the scheme is 
along the line of compulsory arbitration, 
and as it becomes more generally under- 
stood, is likely to meet with more exten- 
sive approval and adoption. As for com- 
pulsory arbitration, I think that it is 
feasible in a limited or restricted sense. 

“For instance, I think that when the 
legislature grants a railroad or railway 
corporation a charter it should contain a 
clause that, in event of a strike, causing 
widespread public inconvenience or suffer- 
ing, the company shall be compelled to 
submit the question to the state board of 
arbitration. This would place the respon- 
sibility on the corporation's employes, and 
would undoubtedly do much toward dl- 
minishing the evil effects of strikes. Cer- 
tain it is that something must be done to 
lessen the number of disturbances between 
capital and labor." 


Print Prices Still Rising. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 31.—The print 
cloth market holds firm at 27% cents for 
64x64s, and indications point to a further 
advance before many days. Between 75,- 
000 and 100,000 pieces have been disposed of 
thus far this week. Manufacturers are 
disposed to hang on to goods until the 
labor troubles are over. 


Convention Closed. 

LEWISTON, Me., Aug. 81.—The conven- 
tion of the Christian Endeavor society 
closed with an address on ‘‘History of the 
Cross’’ by Alice M. Kyle, a praise service 
and an address on ‘Motives for Christian 
Endeavor” by Rev. Smith Baker, D. D. 
The convention next year will be held in 
Houlton. 


Pilot Was Misled. 


Laconia, N. H., Aug. 31.—The lake 
steatier Eagle last night went on to Mid 
dle Ledge and keeled over badly. Thirty 
passengers wre badly scared, but they 
were safely gotten off by a passing craft. 
The accident may be charged to a strange 
light on the shore which deceived the 
pilot. 

The Pythians. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 81.—The supreme 
lodge of Knights of Pythias is to adopt the 
report excluding in future all bartenders 
and saloon keepers. This will not affect 
present members. The question concern- 
ing the German ritual is not yet decided.
